The R ecord-Union this morning pre­ 
sents its readers with an excellent en­ 
graving of the new hotel to be erected by 
the State in the Yosemite Valley beneath 
the overhanging majesty of Glacier Point. 
In this connection, and before we come to a 
description of the hotel itself, the reasons 
for its erection and the interesting details 
relating to its interior, let us eiance briefly 
at the State history of the valley itself, 
which in its rare natural grandeur, colossal 
beauty and awe-inspiring sublimity is sur­ 
passed by no other landscape upon the 
face of the globe. The Yosemite Valley is 
in the heart of the Sierra Nevada m ount­ 
ains, about 155 miles east of San Francisco, 
at a point where the range broadens to a 
width of seventy-five miles, and the valley 
is midway between the bases. To quote 
from the guide-book of the geological sur­ 
vey, published 
under authority of the 
Legislature, it is a nearly level area, about 
six miles in length, from half a mile to a 
mile in width, sunk almost a mile in per­ 
pendicular depth below the general level of 
the adjacent region, and through the center 
of which runs the Merced river. It may 
be roughly likened to 


A GIGANTIC TROUGH 
Hollowed in the mountains, nearly at 
right angles to their geneial trend. This 
trough is quite irregular, having several re­ 
entering angles and square recesses, set 
back, as it were, into its sides. 
Still a 
general northeasterly direction is m ain­ 
tained in the depression, until we arrive at 
its upper end, when it turns sharply at 
right angles, almost, and soon divides into 
three branches; through either of which we 
may, going up a series of gigantic steps, 
ascend to the general level ut the Sierras. 
Down each of these branches, or canyons, 
descend streams, forks of the Merced, com­ 
ing down the steps in stupendous water­ 
falls. At its lower end the valley contracts 
into a narrow gorge, or canyon, with steep­ 
ly inclined walls, and not having the U 
slope of the Yosemite, but tiie usual V 
form of California valleys. 
The grant 
takes in the whole valley, and extends 
back of the rim of the precipitous walls 
for one mile. 
It covers an area of 3,611.14 
acres. The Big Tree grant is twelve and a 
half miles south from Yosemite, and con­ 
tains 2,580.76 acres. Tiie two combined 
comprise about sixty square miles. Only 
about three per cent, of the Yosemite tract 
is ot value for any purpose oilier than that 
for which Congr.-.-s dedicated it—" a place 
for public use, resort and recreation.” Th ■ 
land running back from theprecipi erim is 
heavily timbered, and unfit for cultivation. 
The level of 
TH E VALLEY 
Contains but 1,141 acres, of which 745 are 
meadow and the remainder tern laud, re­ 
quiring to be subdued before it can be cult­ 
ivated. 
Iu June, 1S6I, Congress passed an Act 
granting the valley to California on this 
stipulation ; 
Thi.t the said .State shall accept this grant 
upon the express conditions that the premises 
shall be held for public use, resort and recrea­ 
tion, and shall be inalienable for all tim e, but 
leases, not extending ten veais, may be granted 
for portions of said premises. All Incomes de­ 
rived from leases ol privileges to be expended 
iu the preservation and improvement of the 
property, o r the roads leading thereto. 
The 
boundaries to be established at the cost of said 
Mate, by the United .States Surveyor-General of 
California, whose offi, ial plat, w hen affirmed by 
the Commissioner of the General Land office, 
shall constitute the evidence of the locus, ex­ 
tent and lim its of said cleft or gorge : the p em- 
ises to be managed by the Governor of the State, 
with eight other Commissioners, to be appointed 
by the Executive of California, and who shall 
receive no compensation for th eir services. Arul ; 
there is hereby grunted to the btate of Cali- ¡ 
forulu the tracts em bracing what is known as 
" Mariposa lilg Tree Grove,” not to exceed the 1 
area o f four sections, and to be taken in legal . 
sub divisions of one quarter section each, with 
the like stipulation as expressed in the first sec­ 
tion of this Act, as to the state’s acceptance, 
with like conditions as in the first section of this 
Act, as to inalienability, yet with the same 
lease privilege ; the income to he expended in 
preservation, im provem ents and protection ol 
the property: the premises to lie m anaged bv 
Commissioners, as stipulated in the first section 
of this Act. and to be taken in legal sub-divis­ 
ions as aforesaid; and the official plat of the 
United states Surveyor-General, when affirmed 
by the Com m issionerof the General Land Office, 
to be the evidence of the locus of said Mariposa 
Big Tree Grove. 


PROCLAMATION. 
On receipt of the news in California, 
Governor F. F. Low issued a proclamation 
reciting the grant, ami adding: 
Now', therefore, lie it known that I. Frederick 
F. I.OW, Governor ot the State of California, by 
virtue of authority iu me vested, have appointed 
Fred Law Olmsted, Prof. J. D. W hitnev. Wil­ 
liam A shhum er, I. W. Raymond, K. s. Holden. 
A lexander Dcering, George W. Coulter and 
Galen Clark, said Commissioners, to Whom is 
confided the m anagem ent of the aforesaid 
tracts of land. And 1 hereby warn and com ­ 
m and all persons to desist from trespassing or 
settling upon said territory, and from cutting 
tim ber or doing any unlawful acts w ithin the 
lim its of said grant. All propositions for the 
im provement of the aforesaid tracts of land, or 
for leases, should lie m ade to the Commissioners 
through Fred Law Olmsted, Bear Valley, Mari­ 
posa county. 
In the fall of U64 the surveys were made 
anil the plats forwarded to’ W ashington 
and accepted at the General Land Office. 
in the Legislature of 1805-6 an Act was 
passed, accepting the grant and organized 
a Commission, and directing the State 
Geologist to explore the tracts granted, and 
prepare a full description of the same. 
The Commission named in the Act was 
• the Governor, Frederick Law Olmsted, 
Professor J. D. W hitney, W illiam Asli- 
burner, I. W. Raymond, K. S. Holden, 
Alexander Peering. George W. Coulter and 
Galen Clark.” These eight had been named 
by the Governor December 28, 1,864. 
The present Commission is composed as 
follows; I. W. Raymond, San Francisco; 
W. H. Mills, San Francisco ; J. H. O’Brien, 
Stockton; Thomas P. Madden, San Fran­ 
cisco : J. M. Griffith, Los A ngeles; Jona­ 
than Men tzer, Conlterville; E. W. Chap­ 
man, Madera; Win. B. May, San Fran­ 
cisco; Governor George Stoneman, Sac­ 
ramento. The officers of the Board are : 
President, Governor George 
Stonem an; 
Vice-President, I. W. Raymond; Secretary 
and Treasurer, W in. B. M ay; Executive 
Committee. I. W . Raymond, Chairman ; 
Thomas P. Madden, Win. B. May. 


TIIE RELATION OF TH E STATE 
To the valley and the Commission may 
thus be stated ; 
1. The State owns the valley precisely as 
any private owner possesses his lands. ’ 
2. The Commission acts in the capacity 
of Superintendent for the owner. 
It deter­ 
mines who may lease lands, and what 
rents shall be charged, lay ont and operate 
trails and roads dnd run for a fee lines of 
wagons and coaches, and maintain pack 
and saddle-trains. 
It owns the houses 
used a.- hotels, leases and determines the 
charges to be made the public for services 
and entertainment, and this, because un­ 
der any other system the valley would be 
made the scene of 
contention among 
wrangling competitors for patronage, and 


the public would thus suffer annoyance, 
extortion and imposition. 
3. The prime object is to make tbe valley 
an attraction for all people. To do this 
there must be control exercised over the 
valley, and no one else than the owner— 
the State—should exercise such control. 
4. The State has a deep interest, there­ 
fore. in making the valley easily accessible 
and in securing for tourists thebest oppor­ 
tunities to inspect the great natural won­ 
der. .It follows that site must protect them 
against imposition and wrong, and must 
see that they are provided with such en­ 
tertainm ent as will induce m uch travel to 
the valley. 
The three hotels now in the 
valley are inadequate and unsuited—of this 
there can he no denial. 
They served well 
enough in the early history "of the State's 
control, and will do for a time yet, but the 
demand is increasing beyond their capac­ 
ity, and they no longer answer to the tastes 
ol the people. 
If the tourist current to the 
valley is to be maintained and its aug­ 
mentation encouraged, there m ust he in 
viting and fairly 


COMFORTABLE 
HOUSES OF ENTERTAINMENT. 
It will not do to perm it private capital to 
erect the needed hotel upon State property, 
for that will bind the State to a given ¡and- 
lordship for a long term that may prove 
very damaging. The State has, therefore, 
wisely determined to erect a suitable hotel 
building, which it will let to competent 
persons, who will be under the control of 
its Commission and subject to removal. 
It 
will be seen that this is a wise decision, be­ 
cause the valley, as ai; attraction, is the 
means now of bringing thousands of peo­ 
ple to the State, who expend with our peo­ 
ple large sums of money. 
But, beyond 
and above this mercenary consideration, is 
the lofty and pure one of preserving to the 
generations the noblest work of the m ar­ 
velous hand of nature, and thus enabling 
men and women, at home and from abroad, 
to enter into a temple of God, where the 
very majesty of the King of Kings is typi­ 
fied. and we are brought almost face to 
face with the eternal throne of the Al­ 
mighty and AU-wiee Maker of the suns, 
and worid- and spheres. The State of Cal­ 
ifornia holds in trust for the peoples of 
earth the most eloquent and soul-search­ 
ing sermon ever preached by rocks and 
mountains, by foaming cataracts and awe­ 
inspiring waterfalls, by majestic wails of 
eternal granite and the crowned glories of 
the fairest, the most solemn and Inspiring 
landscape that ever delighted the eye of 
man and stilled his heart by the immensity 
of its grandeur and the awfulness of its 
unutterable glories. 
THE NEW HOTEL. 
The last Legislature appropriated the 
sum of $40,000 for the erection of a proper 
hotel building in the valley. 
But it must 
be kept in mind that no exclusive privilege 
can he granted for hotel-keeping in the 
valley. The Commission may grant others 
the privilege of entertaining and by re­ 
quiring the lessee of the "new hotel to 
properly entertain, it will insure like cater­ 
ing by ali otiier hotels that it m ay permit 
to be established. The hotel is to be leased, 
so as to annually produce not less than ' 
three per cent, upon the cost thereof. 


are four rooms, two of them 10x111 and 
two 9x10. 
Along the front wall of the 
wing are rooms, one 131x134, two 11ÍXU4.

Over the main building is a repetition of 
the second, and also in the wing is a repe- 
tion of the second to its extent, it being 
two rooms shorter, 21J feet, as will be seen 
by the illustration. 
The attic is laid off in four rooms upon 
the left side, one 13x20, and three 114x13; 
along the front four rooms 124x131: back of 
them a closet anil two rooms 124x131, and 
one 131x16. Along the right wall are four 
rooms, one 13x20, two 9.9x13. and one 
13x14. The attic is pierced by a central 
hall and two cross halls at either end. 
The building contains 92 rooms, exclusive 
of closets, lavatories, etc.. as follow s: 
Main floor, 19; second tloor, 31: third floor. 
27; attic, 15. The height of the different 
stories are ; First, 14.2; second, 12.2; tiiird, 
11.2: attic, 7 feet on the sides and 10.3 in 
the center. 
Our excellent illustration sufficiently dis­ 
closes the exterior finish, 
the window 
schemes, the roof, balcony, hoods, etc. 


THE LAWS OF THE VALLEY. 
W e append so much of the laws of the 
valley as is of interest for visitors to know : 
1. No person shall reside or transact bus­ 
iness within the Yosemite Valley and Mar­ 
iposa Big Tree Grant, without written per­ 
mission from the Commissioners. 
2. Xo application tor residence or priv­ 
ilege to transact business within the valley 
or grove shall beconsidered if theapplicant 
be in arrears to the Commission. Appli­ 
cants m ust be in good standing. 
3. Any person having permission to re­ 
side and transact business within the valley 
or grove, who shall transfer or sublet the 
who’e or any part of the premises or busi­ 
ness in said permit, without the written 
consent of tiie Commission, shall, ipso facto, 
forfeit tiie same. 
4. The Guardian shall report to the E x­ 
ecutive Committee all parties residing or 
transacting business within the grant with­ 
out permission, and shall cause the discon­ 
tinuance of such residence or business. 
5. No persons residing or transacting 
business within the grant shall retain in 
his or her employ any [>erson who is detri­ 
mental to good order or morals. 
6. Upon complaint to the Commission, 
made by the Guardian, against any person 
specified in Rule 5, the employer of such 
objectionable person shall be notified of 
the facts, and the employe m ust be dis­ 
missed. 
7. Any employer neglecting or refusing 
to dismiss such objectionable employe, 
shall thereby forfeit his permission to re­ 
side or transact business within the grant. 
8. No person shall be employed as Guide 
who is not of good moral character, and 
approved by the Guardian. 
9. The Guardian shall, upon complaint 
ot any tourist or visitor of tiie conduct or 
behavior of a Guide, inquire into the cause 
and advise the complainant of the result, 
enforcing Rule 5 if necessary. 


em slopes of the Sierra, as a stronghold or 
pi ce of refuge in time of trouble, as well 
as a spot where a large stock of acorns 
could he gathered for their winter supply 
of food. In 1850 the white settlers who 
lived on the streams which head in the 
region adjacent to tiie Yosemite, finding 
themselves unable to live in peace with the 
neighboring Indians, organized for their 
protection a military company. underCapt. 
Boling, who, in 1851, pursued a party of 
these Indians that had been committing 
depredations in the lower foothills, into 
the mountains and into the Yosemite, 
where they hail taken refuge. On their 
return the party gave an account of 


THIS WONDERFUL VALLEY, 
And others tried to find it that same year, 
but failed in their endeavors. In 1851 Capt. 
Boling again went with some companions 
for the purpose of proving his assertions, 
and in 1853 Robert 1!. Stinson, then a resi­ 
dent of Mariposa, started out on a hunting 
expedition with a party of ten others, and 
in their wanderings in search of game, as 
well as out of curiosity, penetrated as far as 
the Yosemite, where they spent sometime. 
In 1855 J. M. Hutchings, being engaged in 
getting together materials to illustrate the 
scenery of California, for the California 
Magazine, collected a party and made the 
first regular tourist’s visit to the Yosemite 
during the sum m er of that year. The same 
year another party, sixteen or eighteen 
persons, went in "trom Mariposa; and in 
1856 the 
REGULAR PLEASURE TRAVEL 
Commenced, which has continued ever 
since. 
As early as 1857, the valley was re­ 
sorted to by invalids and persons suffering 
from the great and prolonged heat of the 
summer m ouths in the towns of the lower 
foothills. The first house was built in the 
val'ev in the autum n of 1856, and occupied 
a portion of the ground where Black's 
hotel now stands. 
In the spring of 1858 the main building, 
formerly occupied hv Mr. Hutchings, was 
erected by H ite & Beardsley, who kept it 
as a public house during that season. 
It 
afterwards passed into the hands of Sulli­ 
van & Casmnan, of San Francisco, for 
a debt, as tiie Commissioners understand, 
but was still kept as a hotel, from 1859 to 
1861, by a Mr. 1’eck; afterwards by a Mr. 
Longhiirst; and between 1864 and 1875 by 
Mr. Hutchings. 
Prior to May, 1864, the only actual set­ 
tler and resident in the valley was the late 
J. C. Lamon, who. since I860, had lived 
there uninterruptedly until his death in 
the spring of 1875. 
J. M. Hutchings, whose name is inter­ 
woven with the history of this valley, is the 
Guardian under the Commission. His writ­ 
ings, books and lectures upon the valley 
are widely known and popular. 
The intention to enter into a description 
of the wonders of the valley, its precipitous 
bights, its splendid flora, its majestic water­ 
falls, its romantic streams, its gorgeous 
foliage, its climate, its birds, and its ani­ 
mals, the improvements made in drives, 
trails, bridges, etc., and the giant trees near 
it, is reluctantly abandoned for want of ad­ 
equate space in’ which to do justice to tbe

THE STONEMAN HOUSE. 
In honor of th “ President of the Commis­ 
sion. his Excellency, the Governor of Cali­ 
fornia. The specifications disclose the fact 
that it is to be first-class in every part of 
its construction and fitting, the" timbers 
being very heavy, of the best material, and 
the fittings of the best order known ; 
the 
object being to secure great durability in a 
climate that not infrequently is very severe. 
The front structure, from wall to wall, and 
exclusive of the porches, will be 100 feet in 
length, with a depth of 56 feet. The side 
shown in our illustration, in perspective, is 
an L, or wing, running hack 68J feet, by a 
width of 34 feet, thus giving a front of 100 
feet by a depth of 124; feet. 
Upon the left 
of the front is a parlor 23x291, with folding 
doors, 11x10, opening into a break fast-room 
back of it, 25x241: folding doors from this. 
10x10, open into a dining-room, along the 
rear wall, 20x36. 
Next to the parlor, and 
opening into it by folding doors, 71x10, is a 
reception-room, Í5xl9. 
Back u! this rise 
the stairways in two tiers, 55 feet in width. 
Next to 
THE RECEPTION-ROOM. 
And in the center of the building, and 
having the main entrances, is the gentle­ 
m en’s parlor, 284x32, out of which rise the 
stairways and open doors into the dining­ 
room. Opening into this parlor at the rear 
is the office, 8x104. and hack of it the 
clerk's room, 104x12. To the right of the 
office is the manager’s room, 144x20. Out 
of this parlor, on the right, at tiie rear, is a 
hall leading to the barber shop at the ex­ 
treme right, 8x40, to tiie rear of which, by 
a short hail, is tiie lavatory and closets, 
124x14. To the right of this parlor are 
four bedrooms opening into a short hall, 
the two first being 11.3x12 and 11.3x13.6 
respectively. The other two are of the 
same width, but are 14 and 15.6 respective­ 
ly in depth. The balconies around this 
trunk of the building are 10 feet in width, 
but in front of the gentlemen's parlor are 
16 feet in width. 
THE WING, 
At its juncture with the main building, 
ojiens into the breakfast-room by a six-foot

Wells, Fargo A Co.’s Bank, after a thor­ 
ough examination by the Bank Commis­ 
sioners, has been found to be in a thor­ 
oughly solvent condition. 
The Supreme Court has rendered a decis­ 
ion in the case of People vs. Holladav. de­ 
claring Lafayette Square the property of 
the city of San Francisco.

CALIFORNIA WINES. 


EE PORT OF PROFESSOR HILGARD 
EPOS VINTAGE OF ISSÓ. 


R esu lt o f E xperim ents M ade Com ­ 
p ared W ith F orm er Y ears—Cop- 
per-liin e R ented}’ for M ildetv. 


[Experiment Station Bulletin, No. 51.] 
As the time for the first racking of the 
vintage of 18t>5 is at hand, it is of some in­ 
terest to discuss the results obtained in the 
fermentations made at the Viticultural 
Laboratory, and in the examination of 
wines sent in for analysis, in order that the 
merits and defects of this vintage may be 
compared with those of previous seasons, 
and the after-treatment and blending gov­ 
erned accordingly. Of 40 lots of grapes 
sent in, 34 were sufficiently large for wine­ 
making. Of these 34 fermentations, not 
one ottered any difficulty, the temperature 
of the cellar being kept somewhat higher 
than last season, viz.: at or near 75 degrees. 
This temperature would, of course, have 
been undesirably high for larger masses of 
wine, but for the samples not exceeding ten 
gallons proved iust right, the highest tem ­ 
perature reached by any one during the vi­ 
olent 
fermentation 
being 
8b 
de­ 
grees. 
All fermented out completely 
during 
the 
usual 
tim e 
(of about 
a 
Week for red wines], cleared rapidly after 
drawing off. and are sound in every re­ 
spect. 
The only exception in 
regard 
to 
regularity 
of 
fermentation 
arose 
from an accident to the gas jet regulating 
the tem perature in a space set apart for 
the fermentation of small samples, in 
which the temperature one morning was 
found to have risen to 110°. This had 
completely stopped the fermentation, and 
apparently killed the yeast, for fermenta­ 
tion was not resumed in the course of 
three days, although the sugar was only 
half fermented out. 
But upon addition of 
about 30 per cent, of fresh m ust just started 
in fermentation, the whole went through 
rapidly and made a perfectly sound, drv 
wine. There is. ot course, nothing new in 
this, but it is mentioned as undoubtedly 
typical ot a great num ber of cases reported 
“ difficult ferm entation” daring the past 
vintage, exemplified in a number of sam­ 
ples of wine received for analysis. 
Of 39 such samples thus far received, the 
extraordinarily large proportion of 17, or 
nearly 44 per cent, contain uufermented 
sugar in proportions varying from a tritie 
(say 1 per cent,) to a little more than six. 
but mostly from three to five. In one case 
of -s much as ten per cent, remained in a 
wine, which, besides, was thoroughly aceti­ 
fied and “ milk-sour." This wine, it was 
ascertained, started finely during very hot 
w eather: but was allowed to form a "cap" 
without stirring-in (/outage), anil suddenly 
stopped while sweet, evidently from a too 
great rise of temperature. Then, while 
being left with the hope that the fermenta­ 
tion would revive of its own accord, it 
went wholly wrong and was fit only for 
the still. 
in this case, as in many last season, the 
total am ount of sugar originally in the 
must was considerably greater than that 
which could ferment out in any case: viz.: 
over 35 per cent. But the alcohol had 
only been formed to the extent of 11 per 
cent., while under proper treatm ent over 
15 might have been reached before fer­ 
mentation stopped, as was actually done in 
several cases now before us. 


TANNIN AND ACID. 
Apart, however, from the unfermented 
sugar and from cases of gross mismanage­ 
m ent like the above, both the wines made 
at the Viticultural Laboratory and the bulk 
of those sent in, exhibit peculiarities which 
seem to belong to the vintage as such, in­ 
dependently of grape varieties, and also, to 
some extent, of the unusual degree of ripe­ 
ness attained by them. The most prom i­ 
nent of these are larger proportions of both 
tartaric acid and tannin, appearing incases 
where comparison with previous seasons is 
available. 
Thus we find in Gallegos' Zinfandel, 
froiu Mission San Jose, in which the tannin 
usually ranged betwenn 7 and 8.5 (10,- 
OOOths), from 11 to 12. and in a sam ple 
from the old I’aimcr (hill) vineyard, at the 
same place, the extraordinary amount of 
24 ; in the Carbernets from the Santa Clara 
valley, heretofore showing from 10 jo 11, 
now from 10 to 17.5 tannin. Similar results 
are now shown from other localities and 
varieties ; and where the determinations 
have not been made the taste indicates a 
sim ilar increase over previous vintages. 
As regards acid, the analyses show that 
where from 4 5 to 5,0 pro mUle has been the 
rule, from six to eight now frequently ap­ 
pear in the must, at least, and so propor­ 
tionally for lower degrees of acidity. But 
neither in the musts nor in the wines did 
this higher acidity appear unpleasantly, 
doubtless tor the reason that the unusually 
heavy body and high alcoholic strength dis­ 
guises the acidity and renders it harm oni­ 
ous with the other characters of the pro­ 
duct. 
It is hardly necessary to insist upon the 
importance of these points as regards not 
only the quality of the 1885 wines for direct 
■consumption, but especially their value for 
blending with previous vintages. It would 
he extremely desirable to verify the gen­ 
eral validity of the above indications by 
wider comparisons, both as to varieties and 
localities. 


ALCOHOLIC 
STRENGTH — ARRESTED 
FERMEN­ 
TATIONS. 
Since in all but the higher locations the 
saccharine strength of the musts was high 
in 
1885, so ought to be the alcoholic 
strength of the resulting wines; and this is 
found to be the ease where fermentation 
ba3 gone 
through, 
the 
extraordinary 
strength of 16 per cent, having been ob­ 
served in one case, and 15 in quite a num ­ 
ber. But, as stated above, in a great many 
cases some sugar has remained unconvert­ 
ed. and tiiat not only where the sugar ex­ 
ceeded the amount that can be fermented 
out. hut also in many in which the m axi­ 
mum of alcohol would not nearly have 
been reached; and yet only from 10 to 
12 per cent, was actually formed. 
In all 
of these that have been reliably reported, 
the great vigor of the first fermentation is 
noted, and surprise expressed that after 
such a good beginning it should not have 
gone through. 
In fact, the prompt and 
vigorous starting of the fermentation is 
very commonly dwelt upon, and has been 
similarly noted in the fermentations made 
at the University Laboratory, as well as in 
the wineries visited during the vintage. It 
is the usual and predicable outcome of a 
season like that of 1885, in which all grape 
varieties matured fully, and should exhibit 
tbeir best qualities in their wines, if care­ 
fully treated. 
A vigorous beginning of fermentation 
■ecessarily implies an abundance both of 
yeast-forming material, “ germ food," and 
of yeast germs. 
If it stops short of the 
natural limit imposed by the formation of 
alcohol or exhaustion of sugar, it must be 
because some influence hostile to the life of 
the yeast has intervened ; and unless more 
than mere guesswork or conjecture shows 
the contrary, that intluonce must be sup­ 
posed to lie excessive rise of temperature as 
a result of this same vigorous action. The 
common practice of crushing grapes com­ 
ing hot trom the vineyard, renders this 
matter of much more easy and common 
occurrence than most persons im agine: and 
considering the warm weather prevailing 
during the last vintage season it is probable 
that most of the eases of arrested ferment­ 
ation would lose their alleged mysterious­ 
ness if this simple and well-known cause 
were properly taken into account. 
Omitting for the present the discussion 
of the means to be employed for the com­ 
pletion of the fermentation of wines con­ 
taining several per cent, of unconverted 
sugar. I desire to call the attention of those 
having only a small rem nant of sugar to 
deal with, to the importance of a thorough 
aeration of such wines in racking. This is 
easily.done by using a rose spout instead of 
a solid stream from the faucet or hose, and 
letting the stream fall some distance. 
The effect of aeration in promoting the 
vinous fermentation and in elim inating 
undesirable ingredients is well understood, 
and is in Germany very commonly applied 
to the m ust previous to fennen'ation, in 
order to carry it through more prom ptly 
and regularly. 
In France it is more es- 
peciallv used’in the /outage of red wines— 
the daily repeated stirring in of the pomace : 


in Spain and Portugal it forms the essen­ 
tial effect of the long and laborious tread­ 
ing given to the grapes, and is the main 
points in the after-treatment of ports and 
sherries. It is not, therefore, an innova­ 
tion, but a well-proved means of promot­ 
ing the fermentation, the soundness and 
especially the clearing of wines. Its effi­ 
cacy has been well exemplified during the 
past vintage by the ready fermentation of 
Zinfandeis subjected to regular /outage. to 
over 15 per cent, of alcohol, while others, 
ot the same saccharine strength, but fer­ 
mented without aeration by the aid of a 
submerged frame, have remained partially 
sweet. Similarly the aeration in racking, 
suggested above and forming a good general 
rule as well, promotes the after-iermenta- 
tion and will help to get rid of small rem­ 
nants of sugar, up to 1 per cent, or there­ 
abouts. W ith proper care in the after- 
treatme.it, such aeration involves no dan­ 
ger of acetiiication or “ pricking," and 
tends to prevent “ milk sourness." 
THE COPPF.E-LIME REMEDY FOR MILDEW. 
As a general answer to questions ad­ 
dressed to me on the subject, 1 state the 
reasons for which 1 think it desirable that 
the copper-lime remedy for mildew, lately 
recommended in France and reported by 
me in the Rural Press, should be thoroughly 
tested in California in comparison with 
sulphuring. 
It is not correct that, as has been alleged, 
there is nothing new in this remedy, and 
that it has been previously recommended 
and applied here. W hat lias been recom­ 
mended and used here is sprinkling with 
solution of copper sulphate or bluestone, 
or the dusting over with a m ixture of 
powdered bluestone and pilaster or gypsum, 
in either ease, a light rain, or even a suc­ 
cession of heavy dews, will soon wash 
awav the copper salt and leave the mildew 
to resume its growth unhindered. Simi­ 
larly. in the case of sulphur so soon as the 
wind blows away the dust that has been 
applied during a dry time and the earth 
“ disinfects” it so that no vapor can rise, 
the dormant germs revive and a repetition 
of the sulphuring is necessary. Near the 
coast three sulphuring.? are very commonly 
needed and given, at a considerable cost of 
labor and material. 
W hen, as prescribed by the French 
method, milk of lime is mixed with a solu­ 
tion of copper sulphate, hydrate of copper 
is formed, which is practically insoluble in 
water. W hen its m ixture with lime is 
sprinkled on the leaves, the drop in drying 
adheres to the surface, and subsequently is 
s:ill farther fixed precisely like whitewash, 
by the absorption of carbonic acid from the 
air and a consequent hardening. Sim ulta­ 
neously with the lime, the copper hydrate 
is transformed into hydro'-carbonate ; and 
both are somewhat soluble in atmosph ric 
water, whether rain or dew. A very weak 
solution of both is therefore spread over the 
leaf each time the latter is moistened, but 
even a strong rain cannot wash the active 
drop) entirely away. It remains and pro­ 
tects the vine during the season, as the 
Frencli experiments have shown, partly no 
doubt, from the effect of tine dust abraded 
and blown over the leaves not touched by 
the sprinkling. 
Similarly, sulphur applied while the 
leaves are wet, adheres and remains during 
several months, making oncsulphuring suf­ 
fice where two or three would otherwise 
have been needed. The statem ent that 
under these circumstances the vapor fails 
to form is simply incorrect, as anyone can 
ascertain for himself. 
One application never kills all the germ s: 
the perm anent presence of the antidote is 
needed. This is what the copper-lime rem ­ 
edy accomplishes, and will do more surely 
with us than in France, where summer 
rains commonly occur and may wash off 
the protecting droplets. 
As the greater includes the less, the cop­ 
per preparation, with its more powerful 
antiseptic properties, will be more effective 
than sulphur against all kinds of mildews, 
and will probably find its use against others 
than those infesting the vine. The cost of 
its application as against that of repeated 
sulphurings is the question to be deter­ 
mined by actual trial in California.

V aluable U ses o f Paper. 
An exchange’says : 
I’ajier, being air­ 
tight, will exclude’ cold, and should be 
used more than it now is. 
Builders place 
papers between the board and clan-boards 
of a bouse, and we shonld do well to fol­ 
low their example in smaller matters. 
Paper spread between bed coverings will 
take the place of extra blankets. A folded 
paper is an excellent lung protector; one 
over tlie chest atid another around the 
shoulders, under the outside garment, 
would often save a cold and perhaps pneu­ 
monia. 
Scraps of paper, wet and scattered over 
the floor when sweeping, will save tlie dust 
in the room, as well as brighten the carpet. 
_ Bits of paper with soapsuds are effectual 
in denning bottles, and are easily removed 
with the water. Greasy dishes and kettles, 
if first rubbed with paper, wash much 
easier. The paper absorbs the grease, and 
is all the better for kindling the lire. 
A grease spot can often he taken out of a 
carpet or garment by placing two or three 
layers of paper over it, and then put a 
warm iron on the paper. The heat softens 
the grease and the paper absorbs it, and by­ 
changing paper and iron occasionally the 
grease will disappear. 
Soft newspaper or tissue paper is prefer­ 
able to cloth for cleaning lamp chimneys, 
windows, mirrors, etc.. as it leaves no lin t; 
also for knives, spoons, and tinware after 
scouring: and a stove will not need black­ 
ing so often if now and then rubbed with 
paper. 
Scraps of writing paper or that used only 
on one side may be utilized in several 
ways. 
Bowls and glasses without covers may be 
used for jelly by cutting a round of paper 
the size of the top. dip in brandy and press 
down evenly upon the jelly ; cut another 
cover of softer paper large enough to paste 
down on the outside of the jar. 
Paper in bread and cake tins protects 
the loaf from burning, and insures its 
safe removal from the tin. 
By this 
help a tin with holes in it may lie 
used. 
Laid over a loaf of cake in’ the 
oven, paper is also a protection: but un­ 
less it is warmed first, the cake may settle. 


O ur Cold W aves.—The first appearance 
of colii waves within the territory of the 
United States Signal Service is nearly al­ 
ways ai Helena, Mont.. according to Lieut. 
T. A. Woodruff', their place of origin prob­ 
ably being the vast regions of ice and snow 
near the Arctic circle. From Helena they 
usually reach Omaha in eight to sixteen 
hours, the distance being »80 m iles: St. 
Louis in twenty-lour to thirty-two hours, 
distance 1,030 miles ; Galveston twenty-four 
to forty hours, distance 1,600 miles ; Nash­ 
ville the sam e: Buffalo twenty-four to forty- 
eight hours. distance 1.750 m iles: W ash­ 
ington thirty-two to fifty-eight houis, dis­ 
tance 1,953 miles. The waves are found to 
follow areas of low pressure and to precede 
areas of high pressure. They move in dif­ 
ferent ways : First, directly eastward, over 
the great lakes and across New England, 
not being felt south of the Ohio valley ; 
second, southeasterly, covering the entire 
country in tbeir progress ; third, southerly, 
from Montana and Dakota to Texas, thence 
through the Gulf States, and finally north­ 
eastward over the Atlantic States, such 
waves being sometimes felt at St. Louis and 
Shrevejiort before reaching St. Paul and 
Chicago. The number of waves belonging 
to the three classes during the years 18?1 to 
1884 was 22. 47 and 19.

A TYPICAL MEXICAN CITY, UN­ 
CHANGED BY IMMIGRATION. 


E l C arm en d e la Cruz—T he B ath s 
o f La C an ad a—A n Indian 
F e te Day.

Q iteretaro, Mexico. January 23, 1886. 
Until recently so difficult of access has 
been Queretaro that the outer world knew 
little of it. Lying more than 6,000 feet 
above the gulf, in the heart of the Sierra 
Madras, in the ceuter of a wild country 
which could be traversed only by stage or 
mule-back transit 
over 
robber-infested 
roads—naturally there has been none of 
the rush of foreign immigration here which 
has so demoralized the border towns. Ap­ 
parently the wheel of time has not been 
turned for Queretarans, and the old city 
has caught nothing of the spirit of the 
nineteenth 
century, 
hut preserves in­ 
tact the 
manners 
ami 
customs that 
prevailed before the 
Pilgrim 
Fathers 
sought our 
northern 
shores, and so 
delightful 
is 
its quietness that 
the 
fortunate traveler who has found it resents 
all innovations and dreads the inevitable 
dav when “ American enterprise"—whose 
forerunner, the locomotive, is already here 
—shall have metamorphosed 
its olden 
cliarnts with the commonplace. The capi­ 
tal of Queretaro is distant from the City of 
Mexico only 234 kilometers, and is now in 
direct line of communication between the 
United States and Mexico's capital, via the 
Mexican Central Railroad. Since the com­ 
ing of the/e/TO carril (the cars), so-called 
improvements have been rapid. Queretaro 
is now lighted by electricity, and has afine 
tramway service, telephones, etc. Tele­ 
graph lines intersect the State ; the Post­ 
office Department has routes and agencies 
everywhere: and besides the main railway 
which connects it with all im portant cities, 
a branch line is projected from Queretaro 
to San Bias on the Pacific coast, via Celaya 
and Guadalajara. The city of Queretaro, 
being the State Capital, has of course the 
Gubernatorial palace and other pueblo 
buildings; besides a handsome theater, 
casino, 
club 
bouses, 
many 
elegant 
private residences and 
more than the 
usual 
quota 
of 
good 
hotels. 
The 
streets are exceptionally well paved—for 
Mexico—and in the Calle de Tooutorios are 
some splendid hot sulphur baths. The 
Otra Banda river, winding around two sides 
of the city, furnishes excellent irrigating 
facilities for the parks and gardens, and an 
inexhaustible 
supply comes 
from the 
neighboring mountains by means of a great 
stone aqueduct, severa'if miles long, whose 
massive arches are from twenty to ninety 
feet high. This enormous water-way cost 
not less than $230,000, and was paid for by 
the Marquis Villar de A quila—a better 
monum ent to the good man's memory than 
that which his grateful tow nsm en' subse­ 
quently erected among the banana trees 
of the Santa Clara Plaza. Though so far 
in the tropics that winter's cold never 
comes to this favored spot, its altitude pre­ 
cludes excessive heat, and its climate is like 
that of 
AN ETF.RNAI. JUNE 
From year to year. 
In Mexican, as in 
most European cities, the first thing the 
well-regulated tourist sets out to “ d o " is 
the churches. 
Among the most note­ 
worthy of Queretaro’s ancient sanctuaries 
are the great Cathedral de San Francisco 
and the churches of San Augustin, Santo 
Domingo, Sania Clara, Santa Rosa and El 
Carmen de la Cruz. The finest is that of 
Santa Clara, with its lovely garden and 
antique monument, mentioned in a pre­ 
vious letter. The most exquisite wooil- 
carvings compose its altar, and stalls for 
canons and clergy, choir, confessionals, 
and, in short, most of the interior, produc­ 
ing an odd but elegant effect. 
In the rear 
is a now-disused convent for the nuns of 
Santa Clara, which, in days of Papal su­ 
premacy, was one of the richest and most 
aristocratic in all Spanish-America. 
To me more interesting than others is 
the fast-crumbling ruin of El Carmen de la 
Cruz, with its tumble-down monastery ad­ 
joining. The winds and rains of three 
hundred years have almost effaced the in­ 
scription upon the great granite cross set 
into the pavement in front of the monas­ 
tery door, and all the stones around it have 
been worn into hollows by the knees of 
dead generations. Standing in this now 
deserted spot, one can fancy the procession 
of cowit d monks, of the order called Padres 
Camilos, filing out from under the gloomy 
arches, each chanting and carrying his 
lighted candle, to perform their morning 
devotions around the sacred Cross del 
Carmen. 
Against the protests of our guides we 
entered the dark and crumbling cloisters, 
stumbling over broken pavements and in 
danger of hidden pitfalls, for many of the 
trap-doors leading to subterranean vaults 
have rotted away. 
Upon the walls of 
some of 
the corridors may still 
be 
seen large 
paintings, dim 
with 
age, 
grim representations of the sufferings of 
thirst, and pictures of palli 1 saints contem­ 
plating grinning skulls or enduring horri­ 
ble martyrdom. At our approach, huge 
rats scampered into dark corners ; centi­ 
pedes dragged their 
loathsome lengths 
along the floor ; scorpions darted over the 
walls, and colonies of startled hats flapped 
their wings in our faces. From most of 
the mold}- cells, where the pious monks 
are supposed to have spent austere lives in 
the effort to win heaven, are secret pas­ 
sages descending to unknown regions—hut 
whether to the wine cellars beneath, or to 
tlie underground channels which honey­ 
comb the city below its surface, leading be­ 
tween the convents and monasteries and 
the Inquisition, it is not charitable now to 
inquire, since the erring have long been 
dust. 
One of the most delightful drives here­ 
abouts is to the celebrated baths of 


LA CANADA, 
A village about six miles from Queretaro. 
We were warned that it is unsafe to go 
alone beyond the suburbs—Betsy and I, 
with only a hired coachman—but the expe­ 
rience of two years' constant traveling over 
the length and breadth of Mexico has 
taught us that the extraordinary dangers 
we sometimes hear of, lie chiefly in the 
imaginations of cowards, or in the tongues 
of volnbie foreigners, who add zest to the 
recital of their adventures by tlie flavor of 
blood that never was shed, and the exploits 
of brigands who never existed. 
The leafy road toward La Canada, bor­ 
dered by hedges overrun with wild flowers, 
winds past the Hercules Mills, with its sur­ 
rounding village, and under the old aque­ 
duct, whose towering arches follow us to 
the journey's end. Clusters of adobe cot­ 
tages outlie the city, perched upon the hill­ 
sides in picturesque situations, their little 
gardens reached by perpendicular steps cut 
out of the solid roek, shaded by cactus and 
oleander trees. 
Then come the jarais 
icant-stalk huts thatched with straw) ot 
the country poor; cultivated fields of cen­ 
tury plants, cane, tobacco, wheat, corn, 
skirting the foothills of the Sierra Gordas. 
Ruined shrines by the wayside, and niches 
set up in all the bridges for saints and vir­ 
gins, now nearly demolished, tell how in ­ 
tensely Catholic the country was under the 
rule of the Spanish crusaders, and that the 
old regime is fast passing awav. 
La Canada is a typical hamlet in this 
land of poetry and tradition. 
Its poor lit­ 
tle shops bear such high-sounding titles as 
La Cantina del Merced (the "Saloon of 
Mercy "), tlie “ Rock of the Orient," the 
“ Loves of Venus." etc. 
Every vile-smell- 
in g puP/uesia, where men (and women too) 
get mildly exhilarated on the juice of the 
maquey. shows an image of the Virgin 
Mother or some patron saint set among 
the bottles. One is called “ The Pulquesia 
of the Blood of Christ," another La Cantina 
del Madre de Jesus—" Saloon of the Mother 
of Jesus "—with no thought of irreverence, 
hut exactly a* in the English provinces 
shops are respectfully dedicated to Her 
Gracious Majesty the Queen, or to H. R. 
H. Princess of Wales. 
In La Canada, a 
favorite name bestowed with reckless im ­ 
partiality upon barber-s'uops and chapels, 
is El Indio Alegría—“ the joytnl Indian." 
There is a legend connected with the town 
concerning an early Indian who (much 
against his will) was converted to the “true 
faith" by Cortez' soldiers, and who—after be­ 
ing forcibly baptized for the third time— 


emerged from the water a joyfully sancti­ 
fied—and let us hope, a cleaner—savage. 
Even the little fonda (restaurant) where 
we purchased refreshment in the shape 
of goats' m ilk and pomegranates, curd- 
cheese and honey, had, painted in spraw­ 
ling characters all over its front, the some­ 
what ambiguous title, “ Vamos al Gulfo de 
M exico"—“ Let us go to the Gulf of 
M exico”—but what the application may 
be no man can tell, unless in deprecation 
of the poverty of its entertainment. For­ 
tunately our visit happened on the fiesta 
day of the patron saints of the town— 
SAINT PETER AND SAINT PAUL. 
In the yard of the old church were a 
band of men, funnily dressed to represent 
“ joyful Indians,” with beads, wampum 
and leathers, making weird music on pri- ' 
mitive reed instruments, which might, in- j 
deed, have had “ charms to soothe the : 
savage breast.” 
An enormous cross, at ■ 
least twenty feet high, and composed en- 
tirelv of corn-leaves and poppies, had been 
paraded about the streets in solemn pro­ 
cession, and now formed the central figure j 
in the church-yard, around which the 
Indios would term inate their festivities 
later on by dancing fandangos and zapa­ 
teros. 
The moldy sanctuary [was 
profusely 
decked inside with yellow marigolds, pop­ 
pies and corn-flowers, while the 
Holy 
Family was arrayed for the occasion in 
their choicest vestments and glass “jewels,” , 
surrounded by sputtering candles and vo­ 
tive offerings of fruit and grain. Tlie entire 
floor was strewn with wild flowers (the uni­ 
versal village custom on fiesta days) which, 
crushed by the knees of many worshipers, 
gave forth odors more powerful than the 
tnefefise. Feeling that we, strangers from a 
far country, have no business intruding 
upon the pleasures of these simple folk 
without conforming—at least in outward 
appearance—to their customs. Betsy and I 
dipped our I’rotestant fingers in the holy 
water, and knelt with the throng upon the 
flower-strewn 
floor, whose 
worm-eaten 
boards caver insecurely vaults brimm ing 
with the bones of dead Canadans: and 
crossed ourselves as devoutly as our neigh­ 
bors when the Host was elevated. 
“ Saeri- 
ligious,” says my Methodist brother? By 
no means. Any act of homage cannot lie 
displeasing to the one God whom ail sects 
adore ; and who shall say whether the un­ 
questioning faith of these ignorant chil­ 
dren may not he as acceptable in His sight 
as our colder forms of worship. 
In tlie rear of the church, reached by 
climbing over a crumbling wall, is 


THE VILLAGE CEMETERY. 
It is a ghastly place, with no blade of ¡yass 
or cheerful suggestion about it. 
In the 
center is the usual cross, surrounded by its 
heap of hum an hones, to which no sacred­ 
ness is attached after the souls that ani­ 
mated them have gone. 
Tlie celebrated 
baths, which bubble up not far behind the 
church, are warmed in nature's laboratory 
within the heart of volcanic hills. They 
are covered with commodious houses of 
red plastered adobe, leaving outside a cir­ 
cular pool for public use. 
At all hours of 
the day this Mexican Betliesda is full of 
bathers, male and female disporting them ­ 
selves amicably together, their " state of 
nature” but partially screened front public 
view by the low adobe wall. 
On a bench 
outside the principal bath-house a row of 
black-gowned Padres sat blinking in the 
sun, and we joined their sun-like company 
while waiting our turn to secure private 
rooms in which to indulge in the dusty 
traveler’s greatest luxury—a warm sulphur 
bath. Afterwards we hied U3 to the Fundita 
del Espíritu Santo—“ Tlie Restaurant of the 
Holy G host”—(a solemn fact) for a mug of 
chia— a refreshing drink, made from the 
seeds of a flower, mixed with pine-apple or 
orange juice—and then drove slowly back 
to Queretaro between blossoming hedges. 
No tourist should leave Queretaro with­ 
out having visited the famous Hercules 
mills. They are about two miles distant 
from the city, and may be reached by car­ 
riage or via the Mexican Central Railway, 
whose track runs close to the onter walls 
of the hacienda. The factory turns out 
annually an enormous amount of un­ 
bleached cotton called manta, producing 
never less than 
( 


TWELVE THOUSAND PIF.CE» PF.R MONTH. 
The institution forms a village within it­ 
self, and gives employment to more than 
1,500 men. It was begun by the elder 
Senor Rubio, in 1840, and is now the prop­ 
erty of his son, Don Cateano Rubio. 
The 
founder went to England when a lad. and 
learned the trade of cotton-spinning at 
Manchester. The machinery now in use 
was mostly brought from England, and the 
factory is furnished with one of the largest 
overshot wheels in the world, being fifty 
feet in diameter. The buildings are all of 
stone, and their entire cost was about four 
millions of dollars. 
It is like a citadel, its 
several 
acres 
inclosed within a high 
stone wall, with moat and port-holes for 
guns. The proprietors keep a "stan d in g ” 
arm y of forty men, and have successfully 
defended their property against the in­ 
surgents of several revolutions. The Rubio 
family live in elegant apartments over­ 
looking a garden, which is beautifully laid 
out with flowers, statuary and artificial 
lakes. The workmen are all Mexicans, 
except half a dozen Europeans employed 
as superintendents. A force is kept con­ 
stantly at work, six hundred by night, 
alternating with six hundred by day. 
Strikes are not in fashion in this lazy 
country, and but one has occurred during 
the last quarter of a century. Strangers 
are always cordially received by Senor 
Rubio, and a clerk is detailed to conduct 
them through factory and grounds. To 
foreigners who are calculating on the fu­ 
ture of manufactures in Mexico, the H er­ 
cules mill offers material for study. 
In 
this country, as in any other, a moderate 
am ount of capital and a clear head are the 
first requirem ents to success. This is no 
place for a poor man—unless he desires to 
starve 
esthetically under 
sunny skies. 
W ith fair executive ability, some knowledge 
of hum an nature, and a disposition to deal 
justly by all, the enterprising foreigner 
may get along with these hot-headed but 
simple-hearted people as easily as with 
any under the sun.

P roh ib ition in K an sas. 
Eli Perkins (Melville D. Landon) passed 
through Indianapolis the other day on his 
lecture route East. W hen a Journal re­ 
porter asked him what was the status of 
the prohibition movement in Kansas, he 
said : “ Prohibition in Kansas is a practi­ 
cal success. It has grown in favor from 
the commencement, until now every saloon 
in the State is absolutely sealed up. Yes, 
sir, every saloon. Even down at Wichita, 
over to Dodge City and in W yandotte. To­ 
peka, Atchison and Leavenworth closed 
their last saloons m onths ago. Dodge City 
closed last week. There is no social drink­ 
ing in tiie State. No man can treat an­ 
other. 
If a man wants a drink he must 
go alone to a drug store, make a written 
statement that he is sick, name the disease 
and carry the pint bottle home. Tlie law 
is not broken by drinking in a saloon, for 
there are no saloons ; hut men will some­ 
times break tlie law in the drugstore by 
lying. They say they are sick when they 
are well. 
1 don't believe the prohibition 
law is broken any oftener than the law 
against stealing or slander. All laws, even 
the law against murder, are broken. Tem­ 
perance is reducing taxes, money is more 
plenty, and the old wrinkled whisky faces 
are smoothing themselves out. Even the 
drunkards who have boys growing up are 
in favor of prohibition. Speaking of takes, 
McPherson, which used to pay $1,800 for a 
Marshal and three policemen to govern 
the town, has dismissed the policemen and 
employed a lower-priced Marshal. 
It costs 
the city now but $400 a year. She saves 
$1,400 a year. A reporter of the Topeka 
Capitol told me that, on an average, twenty- 
five law-and-order breakers used to be ar­ 
rested daily; now. said he, it has been four 
days since a single man has been arrested. 
The jails are becoming empty. It is affect­ 
ing Kansas immigration. It has brought a 
boom of splendid emigrants. 
Intemperate 
emigrants now stop in Missouri.”—[W est­ 
ern Christian Advocate.

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S an F rancisco, January 27, 1886. 
The latest “ m an-for break fast ” aff air in 
San Francisco was the killing of a young 
man named Mish by one Dr. James A. Mc­ 
Donald. As there were no witnesses, and 
as Mish died almost instantly after being 
shot, and McDonald refused to talk with 
either reporters or detectives, an air of mys­ 
tery surrounds the case. This, however, is 
partially dissolved by the knowledge of 
attendant circumstances. Mish was a young 
man of about 22, the son of a well-known 
milliner, and 
was a clerk in one of 
the stores conducted 
by his mother. 
H ere he formed the acquaintance of a 
young shop-girl named Schultz, which re­ 
sulted in an intimacy and an infatuation 
on the part of the young man. The girl 
married Dr. McDonald while her relations 
with Mish still existed, but so great was 
the boy’s infatuation that he could not 
keep away from Mrs. McDonald. 
He en­ 
tered the doctor’s rooms, for what purpose 
is not yet publicly known, and was shot by 
the doctor. The papers in their account’s 
of the affair have sided against tlie doctor, 
most of them speaking of him a s a “ m ur­ 
derer.” 
He says he wants his case tried by 
the Courts, and not by the new spapers; but 
the latter have already convicted him. 
They seem to forget that a man accused of 
murder is not a murderer until so pro­ 
nounced by a jury. Tlie reticence of the 
doctor seems to have angered the papers, 
and tiiis, in connection 
with the fact 
that the 
Mish 
family are 
prominent 
in Jewish circles, while 
McDonald 
is 
obscure, seems to have prejudiced them 
somewhat. Not one of them lias yet at­ 
tempted to consider the fact that young 
Mish could have liad no legitimate busi­ 
ness in Dr. McDonald’s rooms, and that a 
m an’s house is his castle; and it further 
seems to appear that Mish was there for the 
purpose of taunting the doctor by at least 
hints of illicit relations having existed be­ 
tween him (Mish) and the doctor's wife be­ 
fore her marriage. 
I may he a little ahead 
of, or a little behind, the times, but, in my 
estimation, such a taunt would sting any 
honorable man to the quick, and would 
call for an instant and bloody revenge. 
The killing of young Misli is not without 
a lesson, which f hope wiil not be lost on 
young men of his class. 


TUB SHARON .MEMORIAL. 
The late W illiam Sharon made a bequest 
of the sum of $50,000 for tlie improvement 
of Golden Gate Dark, subject to tlie discre­ 
tion of his trustees as to tlie manner of ex­ 
penditure. 
After numerous conferences 
between tlie trustees—Fred. Sharon and 
Frank G. Newlands, the testator’s son and 
son-in-law. respectively—and 
tlie 
Dark 
Commissioners, it was decided, as has been 
published, to devote the money to the erec­ 
tion of a memorial gate as an entrance to 
the Dark. 
W hile I fully appreciate the 
motives of the trustees in thus desiring to 
perpetuate the memory of their dead rela­ 
tive and benefactor, I must say that a very 
large portion of the thinking community 
consider tlie proposed structure in bad 
taste. 
Mr. Sharon left the money for the 
improvement of the park. The majority 
of people, their wives, children, sisters, 
mothers, aunts, cousins and sweethearts 
would just as soon enter the park through 
one of the present entrances as through 
a stone gate erected to perpetuate the mem­ 
ory and virtues of Mr. Sharon. Such a 
gate would be inappropriate, also, from the 
contrast it would present to the ramshackle 
old wooden fence which now surrounds 
the park. 
If Mr. 
Sharon's 
trustees 
may 
erect 
a 
memorial 
gate 
at 
Golden 
Gate 
Dark, 
what 
is 
to prevent any other wealthy man front 
doing the same? Then we could have the 
Sharon entrance, the Lnning entrance, the 
Michael Dhelan entrance, and, in fact, as 
we have so many millionaires, the old 
fence would soon fade away and the Dark 
lie fenced in witli memorial gates. 
It is 
not believed that Mr. Sharon intended his 
$50,000 to be expended in this way. He was a 
modest man in his daily walk, and did not 
believe 
in 
tinkling 
brass, 
sounding 
cymbals, 
pomp 
and 
panoply, 
nor 
towering 
stone. 
He was nothing, 
if 
not practical. 
His idea probably was that 
the money should be expended in some 
way to beautify the Dark and add to its 
pleasures—a lake, a grove, an aviary, or 
even an additional grass plat, as a romping 
ground for children. There are no song­ 
birds in the Dark, that hateful and pugna­ 
cious alien, the English sparrow, having 
driven them all front 
this 
peninsula. 
W hat a beautiful thing would be an aviary 
of birds of song and plumage, set in a 
grove, with the wires of the prison artfully 
concealed, and it wouldn't cost $50,000. 
The trustees of Mr. Sharon's estate have 
proved themselves to be sensible, practical 
men, its shown by turning the $50,000 over 
to tlie Dark Commissioners, to be expended 
by them according to their judgm ent. It 
is to be hoped now that at least a portion 
of the money will he spent in adding to the 
attractions of the Dark. 


POLITICAL RUMORS. 
The air is thick with political on dits. as 
we say in the French. 
One is that Tar 
F lat is being devastated by what is known 
as the Murphy boom. As I do not visit 
that stronghold of the unwashed and un- 
territieil Democracy, 1 can only speak from 
hearsay. Daddy Murphy is wei¡-known in 
Sacramento, where for many legislative 
sessions past he has acted as legislative re­ 
porter for the Evening Post. He at present 
occupies the position of Secretary to the 
Dilot Commission, and enjoys the added 
distinction of being a reporter on the Post. 
It appears that in the late English elections 
Mr. Darnell spoke in eulogistic terms of 
Mr. M urphy’s services in the Land League 
in behalf of the cause of Ireland. The 
news reached Tar Flat, and Tar Flat is a 
unit for Mr. Murphy for State Senator from 
that district. 
I also hear this funny little storv, which 
I am very much inclined to distrust as 
being made out of whole cloth. 
It is that 
Christopher Buckley is to be tendered a 
Democratic Congressional nomination, with 
the understanding that hedecline the same, 
the object simply being to show that he is 
solid with the party, and that the party is 
ever ready to extend to him its fealty and 
distinguished consideration. I think, how­ 
ever, that the wily Clins. is too cunning to 
make himself ridiculous by the use of such 
buncombe methods. 
Speaking of bosses, to the outsider they 
seem to be all mixed up, so to speak, and 
at sixes or sevens among themselves, but 
as this is an old and well-worn boss trick, 
the stories of their bickerings must be 
taken aim grano satis. 
The people are 
heartily Sick and tired of boss rule, but the 
people don't seem to have the gumption to 
take the matter into their own hands; or 
if they do, and the bosses see that such a 
movement is likely to succeed, they m an­ 
age to get their ’work in and corral the 
spoils. 
The numerous army of aspirants to Fed­ 
eral preferment when the rascals were 
turned out, seem to have settled down to a 
condition of settled despair. Changes are 
few and slow. and. while the old wiy-horses 
who have been for years scenting the 
manger from afar and now find that dis­ 
tance only lent enchantment to the view, 
are not doing any audible swearing at the 
Administration, it is plain to see. that like 
the Pennsylvania Dutchman’s boy, who 
was forbidden to swear, they are thinking 
“ dam n.” 
So eager are the professional politicians 
for the fray that they would like to open 
the campaign right now, but are prevented 
by the (act that they do not know where 
they stand. The O'Donnell element, not­ 
withstanding ridicule and belittling, is 
really a dangerous factor in the politics of 
the entire State, and one that will require 
the best of diplomacy and cool judgm ent 
to prevent becoming a balanee of power. 
There is no use in laughing at this thing or 
attem pting to ignore it.

Circulars were sent to all the eminent vo­ 
calists of the world, as well as singing 
masters, and tlie universal testimony was 
that stim ulants, even in small quantities, 
are injurious.

The inquiry reveuled many curious 
practices among singers to improve their 
voices. Madame Jenny Lind Goldschmidt 
has great faith in the value of raisins, 
which she deals out .to her pupils during 
their lesson hours. 
Quite a number of i 
vocalists who are careful to retrain from 
eating before singing will eat heartily of ra:- 
sins. Stress is laid upon the unwisdom of 
trying to cultivate the voice of boys or girls 
before the age of puberty. The reason 
why many boys, who have excellent voices 
when young, fail to retain their ability to 
sing is, that a strain is put upon the vocal 
organs while passing from boyhood to 
manhood.—[Demorest's Monthly.

OWL-HUNTING. 
1: will be news to many people that can 
see by daylight, but it is a fact, neverthe­ 
less. “ I believe,” writes a New York 
Tiinrs correspondent, “ that the screech- 
owl,.the long-eared owl, and one or two 
other species, are the only members of 
the family that are blinded by the sunlight. 
The others—-among them the hoot-owl, the 
snowy owl, the hawk owl, and the short­ 
eared owl—are all sharp-sighted, both by 
day and night. When you know how to 
hunt owis it wiil be no trouble for you to 
find them, for they are found everywhere. 
For instance, the »b •■ '.-eared owl is a great 
mouse lm ntcr in wheat stubble. 
He is 
among tiie first of the family of winter 
owls that co—e down from the north to 
forage in this latitude. Of ail owls he 
gives the most sport to the hunter. There 
is a piece of wheat stubble beyond this old 
clearing. 1 am almost certain to flush a 
flock or two of these birds there, for they 
frequently hunt in flocks. 
If you would 
like to enjoy a new sensation in hunting 
walk along with me and help tue beat the 
stubble." 
The field was but a short distance away. 
The owl-hunUr stationed orfe of us on one 
side of tbe stubble, and the other one on 
another side, with directions to “ keep a 
sharp eye out, as we would be surprised to 
see bow a short-eared owl flushed.' 
The 
hunter, with his gun ready, walked slowly 
about in the stubble. Presently three large 
birds rose from th‘“ ground a good gunshot 
from him. As white and silent as ghosts, 
and as swift as a shadow, they glide away 
a few feet over the stubble. Theow l-huntcr 
lired undone of tiro birds fell. 
We did not 
get a shot at either, although near enough, 
so quickly had the strange birds appeared 
out of the stubble and quickly flashed out 
of view. This was indeed a sensation in 
hunting, and plainly an exciting one, too.

and is again wound íd rolls readv for print­ 
ing. 
To a machine ;or printing in ‘welve or 
le'-s different colors iiext goes the roll of 
I-a per, upon which the ground is finished. 
Each of these rollers is provided with a 
trough containing the requisite color, which 
is distributed to the roller in its revolution. 
The paper from the roll is fed into the m a­ 
chine and over a large roller, in its pro­ 
gress coming successively in contact with 
each of the small pattern rollers, which 
adds its special pr-t of the pattern, so that 
when it leaves the machine the pattern is 
completed. Since, in complicated designs, 
one roller will add a little of its color and 
figure here and there, which, to complete 
the whole, must be supplemented by colors 
and figures of succeeding rollers so as to 
exactly join and correspond, some idea of 
the exactness of the feed and tension of 
paper, as well as the skill required in en­ 
graving and arranging the rolls, may be 
seen. 
From this machine the printed paper is 
carried in the same way as from the 
grounding machine, and upon arriving at 
the end of the endless chain movement 
thesticks which support ¡tare mechanically 
thrown out, and the paper, now finished 
and dry, falls upon a rack ready for being 
wound in small rolls for use. Sometimes 
the designs call fur gold or other metal in 
the pattern, in which case the particular 
part is printed in varnish, and in the pro­ 
gress of the paper over the drying pipes 
and at a point where the colors are suf­ 
ficiently dry not to attract dust, it isapplied 
and is taken up by the varnish which is 
not yet dry. 
Hand-printing is employed to some ex­ 
tent on special patterns where the quantity 
wanted will not warrant the expense of 
constructing the costly rollers necessary for 
its production. 
It is" of interest as repre­ 
senting the ad vantage of the use of machin­ 
ery on ihis industry. 
In hand-printing the 
design is made on flat blocks. The paper 
to be printed it pa-'cd over a form, tbe 
operator applies the face of the block to a 
sheet upon which the color i 
distributed, 
and then applies tbe block to the paper, 
pressing it "down irm ly by means of a foot 
lever; and so on with one color, repeating 
the entire operation with each color used. 
Very fine work is done in this way, al­ 
though it would be difficult to conceive of 
a greater contrast than that between tbe 
uncertain and repeated motion of paper in 
band printing, resulting in costly product, 
and the rapid and certain motion in 
machine-printing, resulting in artistically 
designed and colored products at smail 
cost.—[American Machinist.

Som e In terestin g 
F acts D escrip tive o f 
T his E xten sive In d u stry. 
One of the < fleets of tbe general intro­ 
duction of automatic machinery into the 
various industrial and artistic processes is 
to make common, by cheapening the cost 
of pr 'dnction. things that are not consid­ 
ered as among the necessities of life. This 
is illi:-:: m d by the manufacture of wall 
paper, tbe process of which is as follows : 
The plain paper which is used comes to 
the factory in large rolls from the m anu­ 
facturer. and in different grades to serve 
the different purposes, some of it being 
destined to leave the factory in rolls of 
eight yards, worth $12 per roll, while some 
fit’ it will be sold tor 25 cents, or even less, 
per roll. 
The first operation through which the 
paper passes in the process of converting it 
from the plain roll to the artisticaüy-lin- 
ished pro luct is one in which the surface 
receives the ground or neutral tint. This 
is done jn a machine through which the 
paper passes direct from the large rolls, two 
widths simultaneously. The color, what­ 
ever the design may call for, is applied to 
the paper as it passes rapidly through the 
machine, by a large roller brush, the color 
bring in the trough below the brush, and 
is distributed evenly bv a series of brushes 
at the circumference of a large cylinder, in 
advance of the roller brush. These brushes 
are, by suitable mechanical -appliances, 
given a vibratory motion, so that as tbe 
paper leaves the machine the ground color 
is regularly laid. As the paper leaves the 
grounding machine it is caught up in long 
loops or festoons, and carried slowlv by an 
endless chain movement, a distance of 
some hundreds of feet, over steam drying 
pipes, by which time it is thoroughly dried

with a trim , gray mustache, and the inevita­ 
ble bit of red ribbon in his bntton-holc. 
On his final withdrawal, after repeated 
calls to the front, Joachim, in threading his 
way through the crowded musicians, their 
instruments and racks, passed close enough 
to old Thorez to be arrested bv the look of 
rare and dreamy delight upon ills wrinkled 
face. 
” Thank vou, mou nmi," the great artist 
said, kindly laying his hand on Gustave's 
violin. “ May your instrum ent never do 
less noble service to art than it has rendered 
to-night!” 
To Gustave his speech was like an accolade. 
Thenceforward the violin, always dear, 
would be sacred to him, owning but one 
rival in bis reverential love. His comrades 
smiled when, the concert over, they saw 
the tieux mustache. shouldering his treasure, 
march jauntily away, with a glow of color 
in his pallid lace.

People who cared to join in the mad 
struggle f o r fife and limb leading to a re­ 
hearsal of the Philharm onic Society of 
New York, during that period of time be­ 
fore tbe society fell into its long and trance­ 
like torpor, may have observed among the 
violins upon the pi tform of the Academy 
of Music a blurred and sketchy outline of 
the old Tliorez who had appeared upon the 
occasion of Joachim's dtlmt at the Atlience. ] 
The warlike mustache flopped directly; ! 
tbe eye had lost its power to gleam or j 
soften ; the red ribbon on the worn old ¡ 
coat drooped like the banner upon a lor- : 
saken citadel. 
Gustave had traced Gabrielle to America, 
and had come in search of her, but in the 
city of New York—that (treat and pitiless 
receiver of all unlawful foreign merchan­ 
dise—the clue was lost. Obtaining a place 
in the orchestra of a reputable society, he 
had fallen into the groove of a solitary and 
unfriendly file. 
Among the few who 
noticed him at all, Gustave passed for an 
honest old artist, whose harmless mania 
was the worship of his own violin. 
On Friday afternoon of a bleak Decem­ 
ber day, at tbe close of the Philharm onic 
rehearsal, Gustave passed out of Four­ 
teenth street in Broadway, where, saunter­ 
ing aimlessly down the sunny side of the 
block, he saw a lady descend from a car­ 
riage in front of a fashionable shop.

Do you want charity, or shall I have 
to ask the aid of a policeman to help me to 
my carriage?” 
“ Gabrielle!” tbe old man said again, fall­ 
ing back as if be was shot. 
At this juncture an interposing police­ 
man took Gustave in charge, aud without 
elaborate inquiry consigned him, with his 
violin, to a night's lodging in the station- 
house. 
From that night of despair dated the 
downfall of his self-respect. 
His habits, 
before respectable, lapsed through every 
stage from bad to worse and worst. Losing 
his standing with musical societies of the 
higher rank, Gustave at the outset did not 
find it hard to earn a living. Upon the first 
occasion when he was engaged to play lor 
dancing at a second-rate ball, Gustave 
fiddled like a madman through the night, 
and then went home to shed tears upon his 
desecrated violin. After work in the or­ 
chestra of pettv theaters came music halls, 
then low drinking dens. 
When once the 
old musician came out of one of these 
haunts to shnk home in the gray of m orn­ 
ing. he fell upon the icy sidewalk, and in 
trying to save his violin, received a severe 
concussion of the brain.

E xtent 
and Velocity 
ok Storms.— 
Prof. E. Loomis finds that in the United 
States a low pressure area, with only one 
system of cyclonic winds, frequently has a 
diameter of 1,000 miles, and that cyclones 
over the Atlantic frequently have a diame­ 
ter of 2,000 miles. 
Widespread areas of 
low barometer, having several centres of 
cyclonic action, may have a diameter of 0,­ 
000 miles or may even form a belt extend­ 
ing nearly, if not entirely, round the globe, 
between the parallels of 40° and 50° of 
north latitude.' On the other hand, tropi­ 
cal cyclones are often only 500 miles or 
even less in diameter. In th e UnitedStates 
the signal service records for thirteen years 
show that tiie average rate of progress of 
storms for the year is 28.4 miles per hour, 
rising to the maximum, 34.2 miles, in Feb­ 
ruary. and falling to tbe minim um, 22.0 
miles, in August. 
In Europe storms travel 
mucb more slowly, the mean rate of pro- 
ares- during the five years ending 1SS0 be­ 
ing 10.7 miles, reaching the maximum of 
19 miles in October, and falling to the min­ 
imum of t i miles in August.

“ DISCRIMINATION 
IN 
RAILWAY 
RATES." 


(Jerrit L. Lansing lias an elaborate and 
very interesting paper in the February 
number of the Popular Science .Monthly on 
“ Discrimination in Railway Rates,” show­ 
ing, from the experience of Europe and 
America, the beneficial operation of the 
principal of discrimination between things 
in determining the rates of transportation, 
anil that this principal is based upon com­ 
mercial necessity, and that, under the 
operation of any other rule, the railroad 
must fall short alike of achieving its great­ 
est usefulness to its patrons, anti of yield­ 
ing the largest profit to its proprietors. 
Our present purpose is only to indicate tlie 
line of his argument, and not to present it 
with its reasoning and proofs, 
lie holds 
that, in the general affairs of life, the abil­ 
ity to discriminate is as commendable as 
the lack of it is discreditable. 
The true 
meaning of discrimination, in its applica­ 
tion to railroad rates, has, with some, lsot 
its original and true meaning—tlie act of 
distinguishing between tilings which are 
different. There must always be differences 
which fairly affect rates, as competitive 
routes and markets, the bulk and value of 
commodities, and the volume of the traffic. 
Transporters hold that their discrimina­ 
tio n ' result from differences which ex ist; 
if. in some cases, they cause injury to tlie 
few, they effect a much greater benefit to 
the many, 
lie points a fact, well known 
to all business men, that carriers are con­ 
stantly beset by some for concessions not 
granted to others,’and most of these claims 
arc based on interest rather than on prin­ 
ciple. 
The Supreme Court of Illinois declared 
a State Act void because it was not in ex­ 
press terms directed against unjust discrim­ 
ination, hut against discrimination gener­ 
ally. 
Discrimination resulting from the 
requirements of commerce and the interest 
of the corporations cannot lie unjust iu the 
sense of political economy, nor operate 
otherwise than for the common good. That 
the principles involved are natural ones is 
proven by the fact that the same ques­ 
tions arise wherever railroading is at­ 
tempted, and that legislative remedies of 
restriction and interference everywhere 
fail to effect the result for which they 
are invoked. 
In all older localities, he 
holds, interference has been withdrawn, 
and the common commercial law of self­ 
interest has been found to produce tlie best 
results. 
It was to this historical fact to 
which the Chicago Times recently ap­ 
pealed in its article deprecating interfer­ 
ence, and which article we published in 
full in the R e c o r d -U n io n . 
It was the 
result in Italy, and in Switzerland, where 
Governments yielded the roads to private 
corjiorations to operate. 
M. Leon Say and 
others are quoted as declaring that Gov­ 
ernment operation of railways in France is 
a ‘‘complete and irreparable” failure. Mr. 
Lansing finds that the other countries of 
Europe have had like experience,and have 
arrived at the same conclusion, and follow­ 
ing the enlightened lead of the Massachu­ 
setts Railroad Commission, the tendency of 
the American States is in the same direc­ 
tion. 
Exchange in trade is the result of a be­ 


lief in a common benefit. 
N either can 
command what the other considers it his 
interest to refuse, and transportation in 
the same way is lim ited by the same re­ 
quirements. 
If there is not traffic suffb 
cient to pay expenses a id reward invest­ 
ment fairly, investment will cease. Capi­ 
tal fixes its lim it at the total cost of all the 
service performed, while tlie shipper fixes 
the opposite lim it at the value of the serv­ 
ice, 
and 
here 
the 
rule 
applies 
to 
each 
shipment 
and 
at 
once. 
But 
the 
railway 
company 
cannot 
deter­ 
mine the cost of a single shipment, for 
obvious reasons. 
It is even extremely dif­ 
ficult to say what is the cost of the car­ 
riage of each class of traffic. 
All the rail­ 
way operator can do is to take freight at 
the rate the shipper can send it with profit 
to himself. 
Hence it may carry goods at 
rates less than the cost of the service. So 
a rate cannot lie more than the value of 
the service, but may lie less than its cost. 
Between these limits there is in practical 
ojieration a varying scale of rates, deter­ 
mined hv competition and various commer­ 
cial forces. 
The kinds of comj>etition are : 
of capital, parallel roads and water routes 
to market, and the effort of the carrier to 
increase its net income by increasing its 
traffic with lower rates. 
W henever, then, 
there is a fair discrimination exercised in 
fixing rates, it is based on one or more of 
these forms of competition. 
To the illus­ 
tration of this proposition the article of 
Mr. Lansing is devoted, taking the ground 
that “as competition is a more jiotent regu­ 
lator of prices than all other forces, if dis­ 
criminations result from it, to prohibit 
them must also interfere with competi­ 
tion.” 
We cannot engage at this time in 
further synoptical presentation of these 
illustrations. 
We have given such an out­ 
line of his introductory statement, and his 
premises and conclusions, as to convey to 
the understanding a clear idea of the line 
of the argument, and which he defends by 
citation, statistical showing and the expe­ 
rience of railroad commissions. 


IT DOES NOT GO. 


Tlie R e c o r d - U n io n is gratified to an­ 
nounce that the Directors of the Northern 
Citrus F air have resolved not to forward 
the fruit to the East. 
Tlie reasons for this action are precisely 
those advanced by the R e c o r d - U n io n 
yesterday, though we do not claim for 
them any special merit of originality, 
since they were obvious reasons, patent on 
the face of tlie proposition, and just such 
as addressed themselves to the Directors 
independently. They were fortified by the 
counsel contained in the letter of Hon. I. 
N. Hoag, whose judgm ent in the m atter is 
tlie result of experience witli fruits in 
Chicago. 
In addition, they were the re­ 
flection of the sentiments of all our citi­ 
zens who had 
given the m atter any 
thought, and expressed, indeed, the practi­ 
cally unanimous opinion of our ]>eop!e. 
T hat any intelligence whatever, even 
th at of bloated pretension and disgusting­ 
ly inflated self-conceit, as represented in 
oar evening eontemjiorary, failed to see 
clearly why it would be very unwise and 
injurious to northern California intere'ts 
to send on tlie exhibits now, is passing 
strange. 
It is not, however, the first instance, nor 
will it probably lie tlie last, this latter ex­ 
ample of self-sufficient littleness will pro­ 
nounce as “all bosh” suggestions and ideas 
of experienced horticulturists and busi­ 
ness men, that do not happen to accord 
with its own narrow and selfish views. 
The citrus fruits are nut to be forwarded 
to tlie East because the exhibits are not in 
a fit condition for such removal. 
Because they eaunot be properly replen­ 
ished, the best of our fruits being gone, and 
recent heavy rains having depreciated the 
keeping qualities of the fag-ends and rem ­ 
nants of the crop, which are all th at can 
now lie had. 
The oranges of the Riverside growers— 
who are a well-organized and wealthy 
body—are already in the markets, the 
picking season is approaching its greatest 
activity,and tlie fruits will be rapidly sent 
eastward to supply the demand stimulated 
by the Florida disaster. . 
The Riverside peojile are preparing for 
an early exhibition at the East of their 
best fruits of all varieties, and in abun­ 
dance. These will be exhibited in .ilieir 
prime. 
No amount of explanation at the East 
would counterbalance the inevitable judg­ 
ment that our fruits were sent on to stand 
the test of comparison as to quality, in­ 
stead of being intended only to testify to 
the ability of northern California to grow 
citrus fruits. 
Tlie Southern California Eastern E xhib­ 
ition was long since arranged, and for this 
section to how send exhibits East would 
have been a direct invitation to compari­ 
son on our part and not on the part of our 
southern rivals. 
Finally, it is by more than a month too 
late to make a northern exhibit at the 
East such as we can and should make to 
establish the fact th at our fruits are ready 
for market long before those of southern 
California. 
These reasons ought to be sufficient, and 
are, to satisfy all intelligences except the 
stubborn and self-eonceited wits of our 
local contemporary, of the wisdom of the 
judgm ent of the Citrus F air Directors. 
Next year northern California will exhibit 
at the East, at the proper time, and by 
means of fruits fresh from the trees, of the 
very best, and under the auspices of thor­ 
ough and, we trti't, permanent organiza­ 
tion. 


TESTIMONY IN THE CASE. 


It has been repeatedly stated in these 
columns that the high-lieense principle 
(and which is soon to tie voted upon by tlie 
electors of this city), as applied in the 
State of Illinois, is successful in accom­ 
plishing all that is claimed for it. 
Rea­ 
soning from that premise, we have held 
that the same application here will pro­ 
duce like results. 
These are: The closing 
up of dives and low doggeries; the con­ 
servation of ord er; the lessening of ex­ 
penses attendant upon criminal Courts and 
the maintenance of a police force, and the 
increase of the domestic revenue to an ex­ 
tent that will largely lessen the burdens 
upon the taxpayers, and open the door for 
the investment of capital in the city, 
which is now rigidly excluded by the high 
rate of taxation. 
This latter item will a 
hundred-fold more than offset any tempo­ 
rary depreciation in values owing to the 
non-occupancv of houses the class of retail 


establishments now occupy, that under the j 
new ordinance will cease to exist. 
■ 


! 


A leading Eastern journal has put itself 
to the expense and trouble of addressing 
some hundreds of letters to entirely reli­ 
able people—officials, 
Judges, lawyers, 
merchants, 
ministers, general 
business 
men, capitalists, police agents, etc.—in Illi­ 
nois and Iowa, to ascertain the exact facts 
regarding tlie working of the prohibition 
law 
in 
the 
latter State, 
and 
the 
high-license 
law 
in 
the 
former 
commonwealth. 
Obviously 
we 
cannot 
reprint 
the great 
volume 
of replies 
received, 
though 
we 
shall 
endeavor 
hereafter to present some of the more 
thoughtful. 
But as the edkorof the paper 
in question has made a fair and im partial 
estimate of all the replies, and formulated 
the result in a concise statement that may 
be termed the finding of the facts, we 
adopt his synopsis, and without further 
comment submit it to the consideration of 
people who can look at this question dis­ 
passionately ami without radicalism of the 
prohibitionist ou the one hand or the self­ 
interest of the dealer in liquors on tlie 
other. 
For we treat this question from 
neither stand-point; not as a temperance 
plan, nor as a scheme to benefit the better 
class of saloons, but as a simple business 
consideration affecting the pocket nerve 
of a city that has too many drinking places, 
too low license fees, and too large a figure 
representing its rate of taxation, 
and 
which figure is a bar set up to the invest­ 
ment of capital and the incoming of a 
greater desirable population. 
Tlie conclusions readied from a careful 
weighing of all the testimonies referred to 
are as follows: 
“1. In a large number of the smaller vil­ 
lages the public saloons have been closed 
neither by high license nor by State pro­ 
hibition, but by local sentiment under local 
opt ion law. The number of correspondents 
who have reported no saloons has lieen a 
most gratifying surprise to us. 
This is tlie 
most encouraging fact elicited by our in­ 
quiries. 
Twenty-five years ago there was 
scarcely a cross-road 
anywhere in the 
West which had not at least one saloon. 
“ 2. In the rural districts prohibition 
and high license operate about equally ef­ 
fectively. 
The number of small villages 
from which the saloon has been driven out 
bv high license and the local option com­ 
bined is apparently about as great in 
Illinois as the number from which it has 
been driven out by prohibition in Iowa. 
“ 3. On the other hand, high liceti'e has 
operated to reduce the number of saloons 
and the amount of drunkenness and dis­ 
order (whether the amount of drinking or 
not it is not so certain ) in the larger cities 
of Illinois, while the number of saloons 
and the amount of drunkenness and dis­ 
order have sensibly increased in tlie larger 
cities under prohibition in Iowa. 
Thus 
the substantially unanimous testimony is 
to the effect that in Chicago the saloons 
have been reduced in number by several 
hundreds; that tlie lowest saloons are the 
ones which have lieen closed, and that 
drunkenness 
and 
disorder 
have been 
greatly decreased ; while from Burlington, 
Cedar Rapids, Council Bluffs, Davenport, 
D o Moines, Dubuque, Keokuk, Sioux City, 
in Iowa, the testimony is substantially’ 
unanimous that there has been a marked 
increase in the number of saloons, and in 
the drunkenness and disorder which they 
have produced.” 


FLORIDA'S DISASTER. 


There is no longer any doubt about 
Florida having met with a great disaster. 
Her orchards of oranges have been serious­ 
ly injured, and the chief industry of the 
State has received a grievous wound. The 
lowest tem perature has been experienced 
there known since 1S35, tlie thermometer 
m arking 
2Ú0, 
or 
12° 
below 
the 
freezing 
point. 
Only 
very 
hardy 
and old orange trees could resist such 
rigors. 
Tlie fruit on the trees was, of 
course, ruined, and all the nursery and 
fruit-bearing trees killed, and possibly the 
great mass of all the bearing trees of all 
ages are destroyed. 
Not only will the 
present injury wreck the people financial­ 
ly, but confidence will lie shaken for years 
to come in the geniality of the Florida 
climate. Suppose such “freezing weather” 
to visit the State only three or four times in 
a century, the effect will be sufficiently 
damaging to prevent perm anent invest­ 
ment in semi-tropic fruit culture. 
It looks 
now very much as if Florida must turn to 
other sources of support. 
W e are unwill­ 
ing to believe that it is “ oranges or noth­ 
in g ” with the people of that State. The 
true resources of the country may be un­ 
known as yet. 
Severe trial and bitter 
experience will develop the power and 
vigor of the State, and demonstrate its 
right to a place among the productive 
sections of the Union. 
As the New York 
Tribune puts it, “ Florida’s ill is Cali­ 
fornia's opportunity,” but we are sure none 
of our people feel any the less sympathy 
for the unfortunate citizens of Florida. 
We shall gain bv the disaster, lmt let us 
hope that Florida will discover new lines 
of industry that will make and keep her a 
rich and prosperous member of tilt' sister­ 
hood of States. 


Chinese merchants in San Francisco 
have raised f 1,000, and paid it over to the 
Chief of Police, to be used in securing the 
arrest of the murderer of the Wiekersham 
family. 
Of course they were led to this 
action by the desire to shield the Chinese iu 
the State, so far as is possible, from the 
angry resentment of the people, and to 
show that the better class of Chinamen 
have no sympathy with Chinese criminals. 
Yet it is certain that had the Chinese de­ 
sired they could have stopped the man in 
the State. 
They knew of the crime, and 
placarded the Chinese quarter in San 
Francisco with the details of it twenty- 
four hours liefore the 
San 
Francisco 
authorities heard of tlie assassinations. 
There were several Chinese persons who 
knew who the murderer was, and had they 
shown ordinary diligence they could have 
prevented his boarding the China steamer. 
But the belief is now that the fellow will 
be captured at the first port into which the 
ship puts, and the money raised by the 
Chinese merchants will contribute to that 
end. 


Now t h a t the heavier precipitation of 
the winter season is probably over—for it 
is unlikely that we shall this season have 
any further long-continued storms—it is 
time for this people to give attention 
anew to the question of city drainage. 
The loDger it is postponed the more, diffi­ 


cult becomes the problem. 
The sooner we 
get rid of the cesspool nuisance the better 
our chances for a prosperity meriting a 
high health rate. 
The speedier we are in 
abandoning the pernicious 
practice 
of 
saturating the soil with house drainage, the 
better for us on all scores. 
For the time 
must come, and it approaches with in­ 
creasing rapidity as the seasons come and 
go, when the capacity of our soil—like a 
full sponge—to absorb will have been ex­ 
hausted. 
If we permit that to occur we 
shall he exposed to great danger in case of 
the appearance of an epidemic of tilth dis­ 
ease. 
The soil once soured and saturated 
with sewage, it cannot be purified in a de­ 
cade after cessation of the practice. 
There 
has been discussion enough and testimony 
enough on the subject of city drainage to 
fully inform all our people. 
The thing to 
do now is to consider in a business way 
how liest and soonest we can apply rem­ 
edies up to the full measure of the tax­ 
payers’ financial capacity. 


K e n t u c k y promises to take a step in 
advance. 
In her State Senate recently the 
Committee on Penitentiary and Reform, 
to which was referred the Senate joint res­ 
olution in regard to tlie working of con­ 
victs in mines and the abuses growing 
therefrom, reported a resolution recom­ 
mending that the committee be directed to 
make a thorough investigation into all 
m atters pertaining to the subject, and the 
resolution was adopted. 
If the investiga­ 
tion is thorough and honest it will work 
the conviction in every humane mind that 
the Southern system of leasing convict 
labor is inhuman, opposed to all ideas and 
experiences of penal reform, and calcn- 
lated to increase crime and augment vastly 
the outcasts of society and th«ee desperate 
ones whose hands are turned against all 
men. 


T h e Florida Timee-Union is keeping up 
its courage as best it may. 
it recounts the 
details of Jack Frost’s conquering cam­ 
paign, entailing losses amounting to mill­ 
ions of dollars, and then the journal in­ 
dulges in a perfect revelry of editorial 
paragraphic exclamatory jollity, of which 
the following are sam ples: 
'Ve rise to ask, w here is that Frost Line? 
Now is the ivintcr of our discontent w ith a 
vengeance. 
O, bother the Cowers that bloom In the spring 
—ira la ! 
The therm om eter has descended so low that 
it is disreputable to associate w ith it. 
it rather strikes us th a t the price of Florida 
oranges w ill go up this week iu the N orthern 
cities. 
We are in favor of a prohibitory tariff on all 
tem peratures lower than 40 degrees, to be en­ 
forced at the st. Mary’s river. 
In tliis hard-glove contest of 'h e elem ents we 
bet on Old Sol every time. He’ll win the tight 
if it takes till the dog days. 
"A nd this is sunny F lo rid a" hisses

O u ts id e of nil parliam entary law, and 
examined under the light of simple rea­ 
soning, the demand of the United States 
Senate to be perm itted to examine any 
and all papers filed with any department 
of the Government i< invincible.

T h e H o ard o f D ire c to rs W isely D ecide to 
P o stp o n e E a s te rn E x h ib itio n . 
The reasons set forth in tlie R e c o r d - 


U n io n yesterday morning, why it would 
not be wise to endeavor to transfer the 
present citrus fruit exhibits to Chicago, 
were found yesterday to be in consonance 
with the sentiments of ail 
who gave 
thought to tlie subject. The expression 
was general against having the fruit, in its 
present decaying condition, sent forward 
as specimen products to be thrown into 
competition with Riversid? fruit, in its 
prime. Much 'o f the fruit, it was very 
properly said, had been picked sometime 
before the fair held in tlie city, to preserve 
it for exhibition, and was now over ripe 
and would neither be desirable to the 
eye nor the taste. 
W hile the judgment 
and expression of all leading citizens who 
mentioned the subject was against having 
the exhibit sent East, there was a feeling 
of anxiety lest the very liberal and praise­ 
worthy offer made by the railroad com­ 
panies to transport the fruit, and exhibit it 
in Chicago free of cost, might lead to ac­ 
ceptance and prove in reality a damage 
rather than a benefit to northern (,’alifor- 
nia, for reasons stated. N. D. Rideout 
telegraphed to Mr. Gallatin yesterday after­ 
noon, advising not to make tlie Eastern 
exhibit until fall. 
W. T. Coleman, of 
San 
Francisco, 
had 
already 
given 
similar 
advice, from viewing tlie en­ 
tire 
situation, 
and 
Mr. Gallatin, as 
President of the Citrus Fair Society, gave 
similar counsel to them her members of the 
Board of Directors. W hen lie left Sun 
Francisco, at 3 r. w., to come to Sacra­ 
mento, he left with the Secretary. Dr. 
Latham, a reiteration of his views, to be 
given at the meeting of the. Board last 
evening. In this city business men in gen­ 
eral, while anxious to have the capabilities 
of northern California known at the East, 
said they regarded it very unwise to force 
an exhibit under present unfavorable cir­ 
cumstances, and that it should be post­ 
poned until next December. 
The interest shown in the matter was 
very marked, and the public will be glad to 
learn by tlie dispatches from San Francisco 
published this morning, that it lias been 
definitely and wisely determined to finally 
close the present fair when it ends in San 
Francisco. 
It is thought that it may tie 
kept open where it now is until the middle 
of next week, that it may be visited by the 
large number of excursionists now en 
route 
from 
the East 
to 
this 
coast.

afford 
infinitely 
better 
results, 
than 
to make the useless endeavor to show 
our fruit in its present condition in an 
Ea-tern city, two months after the date it 
should be exhibited, to demonstrate the 
fact that our citrus fruits are marketable 
early in December, or two months prior to 
that' of southern California—a rightful 
claim, which lies at the basis of our pre­ 
eminence over that section, and which has 
been the chief theme during the recent dis- 
enssion as to the, capabilities of northern 
California.

After hearing a large amount of testi­ 
mony, all of which was complimentary to 
Mr. Pait. a vote was taken as to whetherbe 
should be reinstated or not, with the fol­ 
lowing result : A ye—Brown.

OCCURRENCE. 


D row n in g; o f J . B . S a u n d e r s, C a sh ie r a t 
th e R a ilr o a d F r e ig h t O ffice. 
About 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon J. B. 
Saunders, cashier at the railroad freight de­ 
pot, was drowned from the barge Hera, 
lying at the San Joaqnin steamer landing, 
between N and 0 streets. 
He had a few 
m inutes previously inquired at the com ­ 
pany’s office whether W. L. Pritchard had 
recently purchased hay for his ranch up 
river, and received 
affirmative answer. 
H e said he was sorry, as a friend had for­ 
warded a carload of hay from Livermore to 
his care, and he would like to sell it. Leav­ 
ing the office, he sauntered down upon the 
Hera, as if to take a look at the river and 
the surroundings. 
The Hera is lying di­ 
rectly in front of the landing, and the barge 
Denbigh Castle below her, the bow of the 
Denbigh coming up to the stern of the 
Hera, but inside of her position, and rest­ 
ing on the quarter of another barge, which 
is lying against the levee. 
The position of 
the three barges is such that there is 
a space between 
the 
Hera and 
the 
inside 
barge 
wide 
enough 
to 
ac­ 
commodate the 
Denbigh Castle if she 
was hauled up stream. 
When last seen on 
the barge, Mr. Saunders was standing on the 
side of the Hera nearest the shore, a short 
distance from her stern, at the end of a lot 
of dunnage (wooden frames, like sections 
of a portable fence, which are placed on 
the deck beneath freight, especially grain, 
to keep it from getting wet, and to allow 
air to i irculate beneath it). 
A hawser led 
from the stern of the barge, up stream, to 
the shore, and ¡passed close to where he 
stood. 
H is position when last seen was 
such as to make the belief reasonable that 
in turning round or moving awav lie 
tripped over tiie dunnage or the line, lost 
his balance, and fell into the stream. Per­ 
sons who were present caught sight of him 
as he was descending into the water, or 
heard the splash of his fall. 
When lie re­ 
appeared, and was being carried bv the 
current down to the Denbigh Castle,'forty 
feet below, a plank was thrown to him , hut 
he made no effort to reach it. though it 
floated alongside of him , and 
in fact 
did 
not 
seem 
to 
be 
making any 
struggle 
to 
save 
himself, 
or 
to 
have 
any 
desire to be 
saved. 
He 
was never able to swim, and it is quite 
possible that he was so dazed that he had 
no idea of what he should do, but most of 
those who saw him believed from his con­ 
duct that it was a case o f deliberate suicide. 
He was 
carried 
beneath the Denbigh 
Castle, and reappeared near her stern, be­ 
tween the barge and theshore. 
A line was 
thrown to him , but he was past reaching 
for it. 
H e floated some little distance fur­ 
ther down stream and then disappeared. 
There are circumstances that strengthen 
the belief that 
it 
was a 
case of sui­ 
cide, such as the fact that at 12 m. yester­ 
day he took out an accident insurance 
policy, in a company for which Thomas 
Fox is agent, in the sum o f $5,000; and 
just before going to the steamer landing he 
settled up with Mr. Vandenbtirgh, Secre­ 
tary of Capitol Lodge. I. O. O. F., of which 
he was a member, for back dues, etc. 
Mr. 
Saunders purchased som e tim e since the 
Melvin ranch, of 80 acres, lying back of 
the old 
Harrigan 
race 
course, about 
three miles from the city, but it is quite 
heavily 
mortgaged to the Union Build­ 
ing and Loan Association. 
H e also owned 
a piece o f property in town, but owed a 
citizen about $1.400. 
Still his property is 
worth considerably more than his indebt­ 
edness. 
H e had an insurance of $1,000 on 
his life in the company which m anvof the 
railroad em ployes belong to. 
On the sup­ 
position that he liad committed suicide. 
Freight Agent Stevens and Traveling Audi­ 
tor Chappell, who happened to be in the 
city, pa-ring through, looked over his 
books cursorily last night, but found noth­ 
ing irregular. 
A thorough examination 
will be made, which will occupy two or 
three days. 
Mr. Saunders hail been in the 
employ o f the railroad company in this 
city about fourteen years. 
H e wits a very 
competent man, quiet, steadv, industrious 
and re'iablegenerally. His feflow-eniploves 
and all who knew him liked and respected 
him , and universal regret was expressed at 
his untim ely decease. 
H e was one of tie- 
last men that would bo suspected of sui­ 
cidal tendency, and his friends can hardly 
believe that his death was not accidental. 
He leaves a wife and four children. It was 
customary for his son to bring him to the 
office in a buggy in the morning and return 
tor him in the evening, and last evening, 
when it was ascertained that he had been 
drowned, the little boy was waiting for ■ 
him. 
H e was told that his father nas de­ 
tained on business and would not be able 
to go hom e with him, and went back alone. 
Subsequently Messrs. Kelsey and Stanton 
went out to break the sad intelligence to 
Mrs. Saunders.

THE R A N G E 


MATT£RS PERTALSIN'G TO AGRI­ 
CULTURE AND HORTICULTURE. 


N orthern anel Southern C alifornia 
C om pared—C itrus F ruit-G row ing 
E xpressions o f O thers. 


Duncan McPherson, Grand Master of the 
A. O. U. VV.. while in Sacramento a few 
days since, stated in an address many inter­ 
esting facts as comparison between north 
era and southern California. W ithin the 
past three m onths he has traveled over the 
entire southern counties, and has very re­ 
cently visited most of the northern coun­ 
ties. He stated that lie made it a jtoint to 
be in Sacramento during the holding of 
our citrus fair. H e had been led to believe 
that our proposed citrus exhibition was 
based on a considerable am ount of cheek, 
simply gotten up to deceive immigration 
to this State and create a false impression 
abroad that oranges cotjld be produced suc­ 
cessfully in this section of the State. 
He said in substance: “ I was surprised 
that you proposed to have a citrus fair ; but 
when I entered the exhibition, I saw at 
once that the citrus belt was in the north­ 
ern part of the State. Southern California 
has been built up chiefly by advertising—the 
most extensive and expensive use of print­ 
ers' ink. 
W hv.out of 1,000 boxes of River­ 
side oranges, less than 200 boxes are labeled 
4 Riverside.’ The reason for this is, they 
want to maintain their reputation. The 
200 boxes labeled ‘ Riverside1 are sold at 
£1 per box—they are the choicest oranges 
they grow there—while the other 800 boxes 
not’labeled sell for $1 a box. 
I make this prediction, since seeine your 
citrus fair and traveling over some of your 
northern counties, that within the next 
thirty years the citrus belt around and 
north of Sacramento will produce more 
wealth in citrus fruit than it has in gold in 
all former years. You have the water and 
you have the climate. You have no idea— 
you who have never traveled over the 
southern counties of California—of the ter­ 
rible adversities they have to contend with 
in that section—the dry weather, dust and 
even frosts. 
W hen at San Fernando a 
short time since I encountered a feartul 
dust storm. It was a perfect cloud of dust. 
Around Riverside there was not a drop 
of water, except in the ditches. 
W ater 
was hauled in wagons many miles. A 
man living there for over forty years had 
hauled water for that period of time. 
Water at Riverside now is worth Si,500 per 
inch. The attention that would be at­ 
tached in the East to this section of the 
State by judiciously advertising your citrus 
fair would be worth millions of dollars to 
northern California. 
Thousands, tens of 
thousands, and hundreds ot thousands of 
dollars had been expended in southern 
California for advertising. 
"Now, with evidences beyond doubt that 
citrus fruit can be profitably raised in 
northern California, you will n’of only have 
a great influx of immigration from the East, 
but hundreds and thousands of those people 
located in the southern part of the State 
will ionic here and buy lands and plant 
orange trees. This is what you need, and 
this is what you may expect. You will 
have the benefit of their experience, which 
will be of incalculable advantage to you. 
Here land is comparatively cheap." In 
southern California it is enormously high. 
Here timber or lumber is only worth $16 to 
SIS per 1,000 feet; there it is "worth $30 and 
over. Here you have lovely flowers and 
roses growing broadcast; there they have 
not a green sprig except by irrigation". 
“ Sacramento will soon be a great city. I 
have known land to sell for $28,000 per 
acre in southern California. W liat do you 
think of that? And not a stick of timber 
or green thing on i t ! Irrigation companies 
there have over $200,000 invested in water, 
and their claims are all in litigation in ad­ 
dition. I see your water privileges here— 
they are grand. I found but one place in 
southern California where they could raise 
cherries, and then only one year out of 
tive. 
You can raise as many and more va­ 
rieties of fruit here than they can, and it 
is only a question of time when you will 
exeeli them in all respects.” 
In addition to these" statements. Mr. Mc­ 
Pherson stated that the principal cause of 
the groat boom in real estate in the south­ 
ern counties was the f.u-t that many con­ 
sumptive people in the Eastern Stales bad 
been attracted hither by the warm climate. 
They had immense wealth, m any of them, 
and did not question the price or produc­ 
ing qualities of the land. They wanted a 
home there in the sunny south,"no matter 
whether it woubt produce oranges or dust. 
In most cases it produced only the latter, 
while, in northern California, we could 
give them a more delightful climate, that 
would produce all kinds of grain, and as 
many varieties of citrus fruits, with no ex­ 
pense of irrigation. 


ORANGE CTLTt RE— FACTS FROM NEWCASTLE. 
Eos. Recorto Union : The editor of the 
I.os Angeles Herald seems to have worked 
himself into a tcrrib.e frenzy over the sue- 
cess of the citrus fair at Sacramento, and 
the fact that central and northern Califor­ 
nia can and do raise oranges superior, both 
as to size and quality, to those of Los An­ 
g le s . The first account I saw of his 
spleenishness was where, several weeks 
since, he made the reckless assertion that 
the carload of oranges sent from Newcas­ 
tle by the Co-operative F ruit Company was 
got from Los Angeles. Now it was impos­ 
sible to get them from I.os Angeles at that 
time of year, and he knew it, and also 
knew his assertion to t-e buncombe. 
Rut 
bis last exhibition is of such a nature that 
one is led to conclude that be must be be­ 
side himself and should be put under 
charge of some skillful specialist in treat­ 
ing mental diseases. The people of this 
part of Placer county hold no ill-feeling 
against him, and would be only too glad to 
have him come up and see for him self that 
orange and olive trees are not only growing, 
but growing finely in our mountain cli­ 
mate. and without blankets, too, during 
41 the terrible (?) winters of the foothills.'1 
So far as his statement, that not more 
than a thousand oranges of the display 
came from the parts claimed, the Hecord- 
Union dealt with that in a pointed and 
square m anner for the whole section ; but 
for the benefit of the skeptical editor of 
southern California, I have collected a few 
figures from ranchers in the immediate 
vicinity of Newcastle and Penryn. There 
have been bought during the present win­ 
ter from Mrs. D. A. Rice, 1:1,000 oranges; 
Dr. J. M. Frey. 7,000: H. Frietns, 20,000 ; 
P. Norberg. 0.000: J. Perrv. 7,000 : W. J. 
Wilson, 10,000; C. T. Adams 1,000; M. 
Bauman. 4,000 : R. N. Scott, 1.000; C. M. 
Suva A Son, 3,000; Ben Hawkins, 3.000; 
C. Estrado. 800; N. R. Peck, 500; George 
Larkin. Out) ; J. S. Davis, 120; H. Sweezv, 
2.500: 
W. Hazen, 6 500; J. \V. Smvth, 
5,000: C. Gould, 1,000: other growers, 
6,000. Total. 97,020. 
Taking this number, and estimating 160 
per box, with 300 boxes per car, and we 
save more than two cars from this part of 
Placer county—a fair start. 
It is useless for the jealous editor of the 
Los Angeles Herald to say that these 
oranges were bought, by the parties named, 
in Los Angeles, brought up here and tied 
to the trees, that a few of them might be 
saved out and sent to Sacramento to mis­ 
represent Placer county; 
and no fair- 
minded man having the interests of the 
whole State at heart would ever think of 
m aking such an idiotic statement. The 
foothills have the climate and soil that 
will and does produce better oranges, which 
ripen earlier than some other sections, but 
we do not care to detract, or in way injure 
any other section. We want simply jus­ 
tice done our part, feeling that when that 
is done, it will be sought out and will be­ 
come as important in the eyes of fruit men 
at home and abroad, as any other section. 
I hope that the other sections of central 
and northern California will give figures 
and names to show (you can't convince) 
the m an of the Los Angeles Herald that 
he can make nothing by sending broadcast 
such bare-faced and malicious falsehoods 
as have lately emanated from his office.

GOOD POTATO YIELD. 
Charles Badger, who reported a yield of 
potatoes from a single square rod. equal to 
9G0 bushels per acre, and whoshowed a full 
five bushels of the marketable potatoe.* at 


I 


the recent Franklin Farm ers’ Club Fair, 
gives us an account of the method of culti­ 
vation pursued. The land was in com last 
year, and was well manured. The charac­ 
ter of the soil is a sandy loam. It lies in a 
valley, and though not too wet, seldom suf­ 
fers severely from drought. 
Last spring a 
good horse load of stable manure, from a 
bam where horses, cows and hogs are kept, 
was spread and spaded in, the work being 
thoroughly done. On the 18tli of May it 
was furrowed out as closelv as the furrows 
could conveniently be made with a spade, 
ten rows to the rod. 
A half-bushel of 
seed was used cut into from two to 
three eyes or more, medium-sized po­ 
tatoes 
being 
cut. into 
two 
or more 
pieces. The pieces were dropped about 
a foot apart, four or five inches below 
the surface level. After covering lightly 
with earth a light mulch of saturated litter 
from the hog-sty was laid over the rows, 
and three common water pailfuls of fer­ 
tilizer spread over the whole. At hoeing 
time a dressing of pulverized hen m anure 
was 
sprinkled 
along 
the 
rows 
and 
worked in as the weeds were cut out with 
the hand hoe. The yield was five bushels 
of large and one bushel of small potatoes. 
The trial rod was a part of a field of three- 
fourths of an acre planted to potatoes, with 
every sixth row left for marrow squashes, 
which were planted when the potatoes 
were hoed. There were 250 bushels of po­ 
tatoes and lour tons of squashes on the 
field. Fifty pounds of the squashes grew 
upon the trial rod with the six bushels of 
potatoes. The square rod was planted to 
Beauty of Hebron potatoes, the three- 
fourths acre to Early Rose and Beauty of 
Hebron.—[New England Farmer. 


b o h e m ia n oats s o c ie t y . 
An association of farmers has been 
formed in Berks county. Pennsylvania, un­ 
der the name of the Bohemian Oats So­ 
ciety, the object of which is to introduce a 
variety of oats of that name, selling them 
for $10 per bushel, whereas the present 
market price of common oats is but 35 
cents. The association met in Reading, 
and the members reported sales of 2,300 
bushels at $10 per bushel, notes having 
been given therefor, payable in one year, 
with 6 per cent, interest. Professor F. K. 
Flood, a lawyer and educator, who was a 
m em ber of the association, exploded a 
bombshell by showing how similar organ­ 
izations in Ohio and western Pennsylvania 
had proved fraudulent, and tendered his 
resignation, which was prom ptly accepted. 
John D. Turk, of Knoxtown, charged that 
Professor Flood had stated that he desired 
to make money out of the association, and 
would either burst it or himself. This the 
Professor denied. Large quantities of Bo­ 
hemian oats are reported to have been sold 
in Berks and Lehigh counties, and since 
Professor Flood’s exposure the movement 
for the introduction of the cereals is being 
regarded with suspicion. 


TO PREVENT RUST. 
The Farm ers' Advócate says there are- 
several easy ways to prevent rusting of 
plows and cultivators and to keep the 
teeth bright. One is to give them a coat of 
thick lime wasli as soon as they are brought 
in from the field ; another is to dissolve an 
ounce of rosin in four ounces of linseed 
oil, and, while hot, m ix this with a quart 
of kerosene and stir well. 
This is laid on. 
to smooth iron with a paint brush. 
A n­ 
other way is to dissolve an ounce of cam­ 
phor in some turpentine and add this to 
four ounces of lard and one ounce of pul­ 
verized black lead or stove polish, and mix 
well. This may be rubbed on with a rag. 
To remove rust from plows or tools noth­ 
ing is better than a m ixture of a half-pint 
of oil of vitriol poured slowly into a quart 
of water, and apply this to the rusted 
metal. Wash off with water. 


A VIGOROUS REMEDY. 
The Santa Ana Standard says: 44 Or- 
cbardists are going for the scale hug tooth 
and toe-nails. Those who Can’t kill them 
will dig up their trees. Mr. Beach lias 
just finished operating 
on his 20 acre 
orange orchard by digging it up. 
He 
thinks that is the safest and surest remedy 
for the bugs.” This is radical treatment, 
but there are places where this is the best 
tiling to do. Orange is affected with the 
red scale, Los Angeles with the cottony 
cushion scale and the San Gabriel valley 
with both. The number of orange tree's 
in orchard in Los Angeles county will 
gradually dim inish from year to year, as 
m any trees are being dug up anti none are 
being planted. 


GENERAL NOTES. 
The watering-troughs are liable to get 
full of filth and rubbish, and will need at­ 
tention every day. The water for horses 
should be as pure as can be secured. 
W hen animals are first put up to fatten 
they should be fed cautiously, as there is 
danger that more food may be given at 
once than their digestive organs can m an­ 
age. 
The Russian thistle, brought to this coun­ 
try by the Mennonites in their first im por­ 
tation of seed wiieat, is becoming so thickly 
spread in parts of Dakota as to cause seri­ 
ous alarm. 
A handful of linseed meal fed to each 
cow or horse at least three times a week 
will not only regulate the bowels and pro­ 
mote health, but also locsen the skin and 
prevent bide bound. 
Seth Green thinks a profit can be derived 
from marshy lands by raising frogs. 
He 
claims that they would destroy many in­ 
sects, while in some markets the frogs are 
salable at good prices. 
John Leplev says the average weight of 
Shonkin cattle on arrival at Chicago was 
1,314 pounds each. They were said by ex­ 
perts to be the finest lot of range cattle re­ 
ceived tíy» to that time. 
(' ream rises almost wholly when the 
m ilk is cooling, says the Dairy Fanner, and 
if the milk is warmed up to 100° ’hecream 
will nearly all rise while the milk is grad­ 
ually cooling down to 50°. 
Professor Maynard, of the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, says that the only 
safe and sure way to prevent injury from 
the codlin moth, apple maggot and cur- 
culio is to destroy the affected fruit as it 
falls. 
A strawberrv-grower says some straw­ 
berry plants are naturally barren, and 
should be pulled out and treated as weeds. 
H e goes over the patch when the plants are 
in blossom and pulls up all tlie plants that 
have not blossomed. 
J. E. H unt, of Essex, Vt., gives to the 
Mirror his figures on a hog which be bought 
at 765 pounds, live weight, and on being 
dressed the whole, including blood and en­ 
trails, only weighed 673 pounds, leaving 92 
pounds unaccounted for. 
Composts and m anure should be worked 
over whenever opportunity oeeurs. Any 
matter that may be going to waste or which 
can be bought ata small cost, such as refuse 
from slaughter-houses, breweries, etc., may 
be added with advantage. 
Clean up around the orchard. Remove 
dead leaves. 44 Prune when the knife is 
sharp.” Gather up the rubbish, dead leaves, 
brush and weeds, and burn the same, 
thereby ridding the orchard of m any in­ 
sects which have sought shelter there" and 
of their eggs, pup.e, etc. 
The Farmer Journal says that neatness 
has a market value, as is easily seen when 
it adds a cent a box to the price of berries, 
10 cents a barrel to apples, half a dime a 
bushel to potatoes, 5 cents a pound to but­ 
ter, or 3 cents a dozen to eggs, and a per­ 
ceptible percentage to any product offered 
for sale. 
One of the suggestions made by a report 
of the Kansas Board of Agriculture for 
guarding against ravages from the Hessian 
fly is that the land be pastured with sheep. 
The consequent close cropping of tlie wheat 
in November and early in December may 
cause many of the eggs, larva- and flaxseed 
to be destroyed. 
This is how, it is, said the Germans get 
rid of rats : A m ixture of two parts of 
well-bruised common squills and three 
parts of finely-chopped bacon is made into 
a stiff mass, with as m uch meal as may be 
required, and then baked into small cakes, 
which are put down for the rats to eat. It 
proves an exterminator. 


XONITOR-MERR1XAC. 


Admiral Porter’s Account of the Memo­ 
rable Contest. 
[Admiral Porter’s " History.” J 
W orden showed his confidence in the 
Monitor and her eleven-inch guns by steer­ 
ing directly for the Confederate iron-clad. 
The latter slowed her engines and paused 
as if to survey her little adversary and as­ 
certain her character; but if there was any 
doubt on board the Merrimac there was 
none on board the Monitor, which kept 
straight on her course, and the Confederate 
saw that in a few moments she would be 
directly alongside of them. The Merrimac 
opened fire from her forward gun upon 
w hat seemed more like a large floating 
buoy than a man-of-war, but, not having a 
frigate’s broadside to aim at, the shot 
passed harmlessly over. 
The Monitor s answering guns were bet­ 
ter aimed. The solid eleven-inch shots 
struck the Merrimac fairly, with a blow 
that resounded through the vessel. This 
was returned by a broadside from tlie Mer­ 
rimac, but those shots that struck the tur­ 
ret glanced harmlessly off. Both vessels 
then turned and approached each other 
still closer, the Monitor firing about every 
seven minutes, each shot striking the Mer­ 
rimac. Tiie latter vessel, having lost part 
of her smokestack the day before, was not 
working so well, the chief engineer report­ 
ing that the draft was so poor that it was 
with great difficulty he could keep up 
steam. The Merrimac drew twenty-three 
feet of water, and was thus confined to a 
narrow channel, while the Monitor, draw 
ing but twelve feet, could take any position 
and always keep within range of her antag­ 
onist’s guns, and, though the enemy had 
many more guns, the Monitor stuck so 
close to her adversary that the latter couhl 
use but a small proportion of them. 
W orden's plan was to keep near to his 
enemy and endeavor to break in her sides 
with his solid shot. The Merrimac kept 
up as rapid a fire as possible upon what Was 
visible of the Monitor, pausing now and 
then when the smoke cleared off to see 
whether the little vessel had. been demol­ 
ished, but always finding her apparently 
unharm ed and active as ever pouring iii 
her solid shot and shaking the great iron­ 
clad's huge frame in a m anner which her 
officers feared might in the long run crip­ 
ple their ship. 
The Monitor had on board some forty 
steel shot, which it was intended to lire 
with heavy charges in case ot an encounter 
with the Merrimac. but previous to leaving 
New York Lieut. W orden received orders 
from the Bureau of Ordnance not to use 
those shot with the increased charges, as 
fifteen pounds of powder was as much as 
the eleven-inch guns would bear. Worden 
felt obliged to conform to these instruc­ 
tions, as the responsibility of bursting the 
guns would have fallen upon him. 
It was 
subsequently proved by experiment that 
the eleven-inch Daghlgrens would easily’ 
bear twenty five pounds of powder, and 
this difference in the charge of the guns as 
is now known, would have made all the 
difference in the world in the result. The 
Merrimac’s arm or would have been broken, 
and she would have been at the mercy of 
the Monitor, as her speed was not sufficient 
to have enabled her to escape. 
A t last Jones thought he saw a chance of 
ram ming tlie Monitor, and gave the order 
to go ahead at full speed, but before the 
great vessel could gather headway the agile 
Monitor turned, and the disabled prow of 
the Merrimac gave a glancing blow, which 
did no harm whatever. Again the Monitor 
came upon the Merrimac’s quarter, her 
bow actually against the ship s side, and at 
this distance fired twice. Both shots struck 
about half way up the Merrimac’s armor, 
abreast of the alter pivot, and so severe 
was the blow that the side was forced in 
several Inches. The crew of the after guns 
were knocked over by the concussion, 
bleeding from the nose and ears. 
A few 
more sljpts in tlie same place would Lave 
made an opening, and had W orden known 
this at the time, he would doubtless have 
taken the responsibility of using double 
charges of powder and the steel shot, and 
thereby secured a complete victory. 
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A Legend of the T emple.—A beautiful 
legend relating to the site of tlie Temple of 
Solomon, is to be found in the Jewish tra­ 
ditions. 
It is as follows: 
44 The site of 
Solomon’s Temple is said to have been oc­ 
cupied in common by two brothers, one of 
whom had a family; the other had none. 
On the spot was a field of wheat. On the 
evening succeeding the harvest, the wheat 
having been gathered in shocks, the elder 
brother said to his w ife: 4 My younger 
brother is unable to bear the burden and 
heat ol the day ; I will arise, take off m y 
shocks, and place them with Ids, w ith­ 
out his knowledge.’ The younger brother, 
actuated by the .satue benevolent motives, 
said within himself, 4 My elder brother 
has a family, and I 
have 
n o n e; 
I 
will contribute to their support. 
I will 
arise, take otf my shocks, and 
place 
them with his, w ithout his knowledge.’ 
Judge of their m utual astonishm ent when, 
on the following morning, they found their 
respective shocks undiminished. 
This 
course of events transpired for several 
nights, when each resolved in liis own 
mind to stand guard and solve the mys­ 
tery4. They did so, when on tlie following 
night tlie.y met each other half-way be­ 
tween their respective shocks with their 
arm s full. Upon ground hallowed by such 
associations as this was the temple of King 
Solomon erected—so spacious, so magnifi­ 
cent, the wonder and adm iration of the 
world. 
Alas, in these days how many 
would sooner steal their brother's shock 
than add to it a single sheaf 1”

R a ilw a y T axation in N ew J er sey.— 
The State Board of Assessors of New 
Jersey4 have filed with the Comptroller 
their second annual return under the new 
railroad tax law. Ninety-six railways and 
canals are assessed, almost all of which are 
included in four systems—the Pennsyl­ 
vania. tlie Philadelphia and Reacting, the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, and 
the New York, Lake Erie and W estern. 
Compared with last year, the returns show 
in the Pennsylvania system increases of 
$4.445,766 in valuation, $22.279 in State tax 
and $5,978 in local tax. 
In the Reading 
system there are decreases of $5.034,007 in 
valuation, $25,169 in State tax and $103 in­ 
crease in local tax. 
In tlie Erie system 
there are decreases of $692,043 in valuation, 
$3,400 in State tax and $1,221 in local tax. 
In the Lackawanna sy4stcm there are in­ 
creases of $2,483,346 ill valuation. $12,416 
in State tax and $2,024 in local tax. In the 
independent roads there are increases of 
$1,313,329 in valuation, $6,966 in State tax 
and $49,118 in local tax. Tlie total net in­ 
creases in State tax are $12,632, and in lo­ 
cal tax, $56,004. Thirty-four of the ninety- 
six railways in tlie State are still contest­ 
ing the taxes assessed last year under 
this law.—[American Railroad Journal. 


J a p a n e s e S h o e s.—Putiingoff the shoes, 
or sandals, was anciently an act of rever­ 
ence, as it is now among the Mohammed­ 
ans, when about to tread sacred places; but 
in Japan it is a matter of daily etiquette or 
liabit. Accustomed to sit and lie on the 
floor when they4 rest, the Japanese never 
allow themselves to walk the floor except 
with clean feet. Lodgers at an American 
or English hotel set their boots outside 
their doors, to be polished by tlie servants, 
but in Japan a bootblack would find his 
occupation gone. One of the queer sights 
in the streets of Japan is the rows of wood­ 
en sandals, old and new, large and small, 
which are seen outside of the doors of the 
honses, where they are left upon entering.

LINCOLN 
AT 
CITY 
POINT. 


A n In te re s tin g R e m in iscen ce fro m A d ­ 
m ira l P o rte r's B ook. 
The vessel he came up in—the River 
■Queen—went oil to Norfolk a day or two 
after his arrival at City Point, and I in­ 
vited him to stay with me on hoard the 
llagshin Malvern, which was a small ves­ 
sel with poor accommodations, and not at 
all fitted to receive high personages. She 
•was a captured hlockade-runner and had 
been given to me as a flagship. I relained 
lier because she was sm all and drew but 
little water, and 1 could run about in her 
night and day, enter shoal harbors and 
altogether she suited me. 
1 had only one large state-room in the 
cabin, one small after-cabin that would 
hold a sofa and four chairs, and a small 
forward-eabin that would dine ten. 
I 
could not " sling a cat around by the tail,” 
hut then I did not want to do that, so the 
arrangements were to my taste. It was in 
this unpretentious place that I invited the 
President to accept m y'hospitality, and he 
accepted it with as little formality as it 
was given him. What pleased him was 
th at he got away from the outer world ; 110 
one could intrude upon his privacy, and he 
slept with every guard about liiiii—so far 
as his personal safety was concerned—that 
he could desire. 
W hat he liked best >4all was that 110 one 
could ask him for an office. 
I offered the President my bed. but he 
positively declined it. and elected to sleep 
in a small stateroom outside of the cabin, 
occupied bv my secretary. 
It was the 
sm allest kind of a room, six feet long by 
lour and a half feet wide—a small room for 
the President of the United .States to be 
domesticated 
in. hut Mr. Lincoln was 
pleased with it. 
He told me at parting 
that the few days he had spent ou hoard 
the Malvern were among the pleasantest ¡11 
hi - life. 
W hen the President retired for his first 
night on board, he put his shoes and socks 
outside the stateroom door. 
I am sorry to 
say the President's socks had holes in 
them ; hut they were washed and darned, 
his boots cleaned, and the whole placed at 
liis door. 
W hen he came to breakfast he re­ 
m arked : 
• A miracle happened to me last night. 
W hen I went to bed I had two large holes 
in my socks, and this morning there are 
no holes in them. That never happened 
to me before. 
It must he a miracle.’ 
' How did you sleep?” I inquired. 
1 slept well,” he answered; “ hut you 
can’t put a long blade in a short scabbard. 
I was too long for that berth.” 
Then I remembered that he was *ix feet 
four inches, while the berth was only six 
feet. 
That day. while we were out of the ship, 
all the carpenters were put to w ork; the 
State-room was taken down and increased 
in size to eight feet by six feet and a half. 
The mattresses were widened to suit a 
berth of four feet width, and the entire 
State-rooiu remodeled. 
Nothing was said to the President about 
the change in his quarters when he went 
to bed. but next morning he came out 
smiling, and said: 
"A greater miracle 
than ever happened last night—I shrank 
six inches in length and about a foot side­ 
ways. 
I got somebody else’s big pillow 
and slept in a better bed than I did on the 
River Queen, though not half so lively.1' 
H e enjoyed it hugely, but I do think if I 
had given him two fence-rails to sleep on 
he would not have found fault. That was 
Abraham Lincoln in all things relating to 
his own comfort. He would "never permit 
people to put themselves out for him under 
any circumstances. 
That day I handed him a telegram from 
Mr. Seward, reading, ‘‘Shall 1 come down 
and join you?” 
"N o, 
he said, “ I don’t want him. 
Telegraph to him that the berths are too 
sm all, and there’s no room for another 
passenger.” 
" But.” said I, “ I can provide for him if 
you desire his presence.” 
"Tell him, then. I don't want him . H e’d 
talk to me all day about Vattel and Pulien­ 
do; Í 
The war will be over in a week, and 
I don't want to hearany more of that." So 
Mr. Seward did not come. Mr. Lincoln 
was determined that none of his Cabinet 
should come down to City Point, where he 
intended to propose the terms of surrender 
himself. 
He had made up his mind that 
this fraternal strife should cease in one way 
or another. 
I don’t know w hat his con­ 
versations with General Grant were, but, 
from the tenor of his conversations with 
me. I know that he was determined that 
the Confederacy should have the most 
liberal terms. 
“ Get them to plowing 
once, 
lie saiil, 
and gathering in their 
own little crops, eating' pop corn at their 
own firesides, and you can’t get them to 
shoulder a musket again for half a centu­ 
ry 
- [Admiral Porter.

H ow a M ite o f L im b u rg e r C h eese C aused 
a S en sa tio n . 
W hen a citizen of Toronto left Berlin the 
other day some kind friend secretly placed 
a piece of cheese in his valise in case he 
should get hungry before begot to Toronto 
—I.iniburger cheese. He bought a paper 
and read an article headed ” Ventilation in 
Railroad Cars.” 
This made him nervous, 
and it seemed to him that there was a cu­ 
rious smell somewhere in the car. W hen 
the conductor came up the passenger told 
him that there were 4,.144 decimal SS cubic 
feet in the ear when empty, and if occu­ 
pied by fifty passengers if would be re­ 
di.red to 4,164 decimal Rts feet, and that the 
air ought to be changed eighteen times an 
liour, and this lie didn't believed was being 
done, because there was a queer smell 
around there.

DOOM OF STEAM POW ER . 


Electric 
M otor* Crowding Engines on 
E v e ry Side. 
The success of the experiments made re­ 
cently on the Ninth Avenue Elevated Rail­ 
road for running locomotives by electricity 
led a reporter for the New York Mail and 
Erpress to make inquiries yesterday of the 
electric company making the experiments 
as to how far electricity lias superseded 
steam, and the outlook for the immediate 
future on the subject. Said the manager 
of the com pany: 
“ Several companies have lately been or­ 
ganized, all of which have turned their at­ 
tention to the practical substitution of 
electricity for steam in various ways. It 
is found that whenever steam is used to 
obtain twenty-five horse-power or less, elec­ 
tricity is more economical. The advan­ 
tages a re : A smaller space occupied, much 
less noise and no heat, and the fact that 
the power can be turned on or-stopped at 
will. There is no boiler required and 110 
fire, as the power is supplied to the motor 
by wires from a central station, on the 
same principle that gas or steam heat is 
supplied.” 
"W here are these companies located ?” 
“ There is one in Massachusetts which 
has already in operation a power-plant 
running a 50-horsc-power generator. 
It is 
distributing power to seventeen different 
customers, among which are those using 
printing presses, sewing machines, lathes, 
etc. This company has just ordered a sec­ 
ond generatoi and their distribution will 
be largely extended, the demand for elec­ 
tric power in the neighborhood being very 
great. In this city there is a sub-company 
which has a plant of from .">0 to 60-horse 
power, which will be started in a few days. 
It will supply from 2 to 3-horse power up 
to 2i>. 
The demand for this is already 
greater than expected and there has been 
delay in getting permission to place the 
wires underground. In Spruce street there 
is ati electric plant which lias for some 
time been successfully running two freight 
elevators, each lifting about a ton. There 
are also motors in place to run two large 
printing piesses in Bcekman street, which 
are expected to be started within a week. 
They are of IS and 20-horse power. It is 
proposed to rapidly extend the distribution 
of 11 j ip o w e r, it being estimated that at 
least 5,000-liorse power will be required be­ 
low Canal street.” 
“ How far can this electric power be sent 
from a central point?” 
“ Over an area of two and two and a half 
miles without a practical loss of over 35 to 
40 per cent. In other words, there can be 
recovered 60 per cent, at the point of deliv­ 
ery of the initial power, and there is, of 
course, no shafting or belting of any de­ 
scription. W hy, you can’t carry steam 
power 1,000 feet without friction so great as 
to be unprofitable.” 
" How about repairs and expenses?” 
“ Repairs on the motors am ount to little 
or nothing. At our works we have been 
running a carpenter shop by an electric 
motor of five horse-power for three years. 
It has run a saw that has cut thousands of 
feet of heavy timber, and it has not been 
taken out for repairs but once, and this was 
something very slight, not costing $3 and 
not taking up one hour's time. As to ex­ 
pense, a man is not required to be in con­ 
stant attendance, for all that is to be done 
is to keep the motor clean and turn on or 
off the power as it is wanted. As to the 
original expense of the motor, it is not 
more than that of an engine, besides the 
saving of fuel, etc., makes the running 50 
per cent. less. There is an electric motor 
running the elevator of the Garner cotton 
mills at Newburg, which never yet has had 
to he repaired, and which hoists up all the 
bales of cotton used.” 
" Where else are they in use?” 
“ Besides those used to run the electric 
street railway in Baltimore, which has 
already been described ¡11 the Mail ami Ex­ 
press, there is one in Nova Scotia used in a 
gold mine where the motor is a mile from 
the mine. The power is applied the same 
as steam for lifting cages, running the 
pump. etc. We have just received an order 
for a 50-horse power plant from Colorado— 
also to be used in mining—a large silver 
mine. Here the power will be transmitted 
three miles, and will save the cost of the 
plant hi fuel alone in one year.” 
“ W hat is the greatest "weight you have 
known electric power to lift? ” 
. 
” One a half tons. 40 feet a minute. The 
greatest weight hauled 011 a track is 65 tons, 
whieh was done 011 the Ninth-avenue Ele­ 
vated road, on a grade ot 90 feet to the mile. 
This is the greatest weight ever hauled by 
electricity in the world. Under this system 
the motors are run in multiple, each re­ 
ceiving its quota of power independent of 
the other, the dynamo responding only in 
operation at any one moment, and the de­ 
m and made upon it being thoroughly auto­ 
matic, not even requiring a regulator. A 
special feature is that resistance coils are 
not used, as they consume power uselessly. 
There is no possibility of explosions, the 
tension of current being in all cases abso­ 
lutely harmless. 
A viire one-half inch 
thick is capableof carrying 300-horse power 
from two and a half to three miles.—[New 
York Mail and Express.

W a s h in g t o n , January 29th.—The Attor­ 
ney-General has sent a letter to the Senate 
in answer to a resolution calling for “ all 
documents and papers in relation to the 
management and conduct of the office of 
the United States Attorney for the Southern 
District of Alabama,” in which, after 
acknowledging the resolution in question, 
he says : “ In response to said resolution, 
the Presideut of the United States directs 
m e to say that the papers which were in 
this Department relating to the fitness of 
J . D. Bennett, recently nominated to said 
office, having been already sent to the Ju ­ 
diciary Committee of the Senate, and the 
papers and documents which are m en­ 
tioned in said resolution, and still rem ain­ 
ing in the custody of this Department, have 
exclusive refereuce to the suspension by 
the President of George M. Dustin, late 
incum bent of office of District Attorney of 
the United States for the Southern District 
of Alabama, it is not considered that the 
public interest would be promoted by com­ 
pliance with said resolution and the trans­ 
mission ot the documents and papers 
therein mentioned to the Senate in execu­ 
tive session.” 


THE CABINET IN PERFECT ACCORD. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 29th.—Attorney- 
General Garland and Secretary W hitney 
have been mentioned in dispatches sent 
from here as having differed from the Pres­ 
ident as to what was proper to be done con­ 
cerning the Edmunds resolution calling for 
papers on file in the Executive Depart­ 
m ent. The report is unfounded. In the 
course of a conversation this afternoon, 
Mr. Garland said that the Cabinet were in 
perfect accord with the President in the 
matter, and heartily' supported him in re­ 
fusing the information called for. “ There 
was considerable discussion,' said the At­ 
torney-General, “ in the Cabinet meeting, 
as to the form of reply to be addressed to 
the Senate committee, bat none whatever 
as- to the spirit. The letter, as finally- 
agreed to, had the full approval of every 
member of the Cabinet.' An important 
point to keep in mind is that, so far, 
the 
Senate 
has 
not 
called 
upon 
the 
President 
either 
for 
reasons 
or papers, or for anything in connection 
w ith the cases of suspensions that have 
been made the subject of resolutions.of 
inquiry. These resolutions are aimed at 
the heads of the different Departments, and 
were designed to procure, by the indirec­ 
tion of a flank movement, a disclosure of 
the reasons governing the President in 
m aking the suspension. 
If the Senate had, 
as it at first talked of doing, called upon 
the President directiy for these reasons, no 
one doubts that he would have been en­ 
tirely justified in refusing them point 
blank. It now remains for the Republican 
Senators to make the next move.'' 
In answer to a question regarding the 
precedents to fortify- the position taken by 
the President and Cabinet. Mr. Garland re­ 
ferred, among other things, to the opinion 
of Judge Devens, of Massachusetts, who, as 
Attorney-General in the Hayes administra­ 
tion, gave an opinion on July 23, 1871, 
which bears directly upon the" issue now 
raised. Attorney-General Devens was asked 
by Mr. Hayes to pass upon the legality and 
propriety of granting an application made 
by a San Francisco newspaper for leave 
to examine the files and see who had 
recommended certain persons to office in 
the State of California. The object of the 
search thus sought to be made among tiie 
papers of the departments was to show that 
a Senator and a Congressman from that 
State 
had 
made 
improper and unfit 
recommendations to the President. Judge 
Devens advised Mr. Hayes that such 
an 
application 
ought ' not 
to 
be 
granted, and that no one, except the 
person immediately concerned, had any 
right to see the papers on file. After point­ 
ing out that certain papers are kept on 
public record for reference, the Judge says, 
with reference to the recommendations'in 
question : “ I do not understand that they 
come within the description of either rec­ 
ords, papers or documents belonging totiie 
departments, and required to be kept bv 
them . They are papers which are filed 
from time to time by parties for their own 
convenience: sometimes in favor of, knd 
sometimes in opposition to particular per­ 
sons who are named as candidates for 
executive offices, and they are permitted, 
according to a rule which is understood to 
be adopted in all of the departments, to be 
withdrawn from the files whenever the ap­ 
plicants for office desire it." 
U n ited S taten S en ate. 
W a shington, January 29th.—W althall 
presented the credentials of the re-election 
of George as United States Senator from 
Mississippi. 
T he credentials were read and filed. 
¡Proceeding to the calendar, the Senate 
rfeSumed the consideration of the bill to 
divide the Sioux Indian Reservation in 
Dakota, and Logan and Teller spoke on the 
question. 
Platt submitted a resolution lor reference 
to the Committee on Rules, and it was so 
referred, providing that the Executive nom ­ 
inations shall hereafter be considered in 
open session. 
A resolution offered by Edmunds was 
agreed to, directing the Secretary of the 
Navy to transm it to the Senate copies of 
the drawings and the report of the recent 
survey of the Nicaragua Canal route, made 
by Chief Engineer Menocal. 
At 2 o'clock Vest took the floor on the 
Dakota bill. H e disclaimed any hostilitv, 
personal or political, to the people of Da­ 
kota, and claimed him self to be a Western 
m an, and proud of the Western country 
and its magnificent developments. 
At the conclusion of Vest's speech Logan 
took t lie floor, but gave way for u motion 
to adjourn. 
'

The Senate accordingly adjourned until 
Monday. 
H o u se o f R e p re se n ta tiv e s. 


W a s h in g t o n . January 29th.—After a few 
private measures had been reported bv the 
committees, the House at 1:30 went into 
Committee of the Whole on the private 
calendar. 
The first measure on the calendar was 
MeMillin's bill providing for the payment 
of the Fourth of July claims. 
Geddes explained that the bill comprised 
913 claims, distributed among eleven States 
and one Territory, and called for the ex­ 
penditure of $229.000. 
At the evening session the House passed 
about fifty pension bills, and adjourned 
until Monday. 
T h e R a i:ro u .l T ax C ases. 
W a shington. January 29th.—The argu­ 
m ent in the California railroad lax cases, 
which has occupied the attention of the 
United States Supreme Court since Tues­ 
day. will be concluded to-morrow. This 
morning, when the Court opened. Judge 
Rhodes continued his argument in behalf 
of the State. 
Senator Evarts followed J udge Rhodes, 
and addressed him self to the proposition 
that, as the railroads hail a Federal fran­ 
chise. they were not amenable to State tax­ 
ation : that under the Fourteenth Amend­ 
m ent they were entitled to that equality of 
taxation which had been denied them in 
the assessments under consideration ; that 
the State Constitution discriminated un­ 
justly against 
the 
railroad 
company, 
and 
that 
due 
notice 
had 
not 
been 
given 
of 
the 
assessment, 
so that they had been deprived of their 
propertv without due process of law. He 
touchetl upon the Federal franchise, but 
briefly maintained, however, that it was 
sufficient to prevent the taxation of the 
road, and spent a greater portion of his 
tim e in

der 
the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment 
of the Constitution 
an artificial per­ 
son. 
such 
as

to property, as to

any manner in which it is owned. He as­ 
serted that no valuation could be put upon 
property except its value to its owner, and 
endeavored to show unjust disrciiuination 
in regard to the valuation of raiiroad 
property for taxation in the cases under 
consideration. 
Mr. Evarts spoke only about two hours, 
and during that time tiie Court-room was 
filled, the audience, however, changing 
constantly, persons coming and remaining 
a few minutes, and then retiring to give 
place to others. 
W ithin there were many 
Senators and 
members, as 
well 
as 
attorneys, 
who listened attentively to

rem arks. 
“ It 
was 
his 
easy 
flow of language and forceful oratory that 
attracted attention, rather than the sound­ 
ness of his legal propositions,” as one of 
the Senators said. 
Attorney-General Marshall, of California, 
then began the closing argument in the 
case, and will conclude to-morrow. 
L a n d L aw s. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 29th.—The Senate 
Committee on Public Lands, which has 
been giving a great deal of study to the 
present condition of the land laws and the 
m anner in which they are being enforced, 
some days ago appointed a sub-committee 
to draw up a simple measure that would 
remedy all the faults in existing legislation 
as soon as possible. The committee has 
prepared a bill which will be reported fa­ 
vorably to the Senate. It repeals all the 
laws providing for the pre-emption of pub­ 
lic lands, the laws allowing entries for 
timber culture and other purposes. How­ 
ever, this repeal shall not affect any valid 
rights heretofore accrued under saiil laws, 
but all bona fide claims lawfully initiated 
before July 1, 1336, may be preferred upon 
due compliance with the law, in the same 
m anner and unon the same terms and con­ 
ditions, and subject to the same limitations, 
forfeitures and contests as if this Act had 
not been passed. One section of the pro­ 
posed Act amends the bill for the sale of 
the desert lands, and requires that persons 
filing on desert land shall reside thereon 
for five years, and during that period culti­ 
vate said tract, and that he or she must be 
a citizen of the United States. It also pro­ 
vides that a party filing upon lands under 
this section shall make his residence upon 
the same within twelve months after filing, 
and that residence thereafter shall be con­ 
tinuous. Any failure to reside upon lands 
for more than six months shali work a for­ 
feiture. No person is allowed to enter 
more than 320 acres, and that is to be in a 
compact form. 
This Act shall only apply to California, 
Oregon, Colorado and Nevada, and the Ter­ 
ritories of Washington. Idaho, Montana, 
Utah, Wyoming, Arizona. New Mexico and 
Dakota. 
L e tte r C a rriers. 
W ash in g ton, January 29tli.—The Na­ 
tional Letter Carriers' Association will ap­ 
pear before the Postal Committee on Mon­ 
day next in favor of the extension of the 
eight-hour law to letter carriers. 
C onvict L ab o r. 
W a sh in g to n, January 29th.—The House 
Committee on Labor 
to-day instructed 
Representative Jam es to report favorably 
the bill introduced making it unlawful for 
any officer, agent or servant of the Govern­ 
ment of the United States to contract with 
any person or corporation, or perm it any 
officials of any State prison where crimi­ 
nals of the United States may be incarce­ 
rated, to hire or contract out labor of said 
criminals, and imposing a fine of from 
$500 to $1,000, and imprisonment of one to 
three years for a violation of the Act. The 
sub-committee having charge of the con­ 
vict labor question reported favorably the 
bill prohibiting the use of material made 
by convicts in the construction of Govern­ 
m ent works. The bill is a long one, and 
the full committee adjourned before con­ 
cluding its consideration. 
C a p ita l a n d L ab o r. 
N ew Y o r k , January 29lh.—Some time 
ago Henry Markham, a workman, congrat­ 
ulated Pierre Lorillard in a letter for his

It has 
also been agreed to by the Republican cau­ 
cus. The proposition is that a special com­ 
mittee of six members, of equal numbers 
politically, shall make an investigation of 
the Ham ilton county contest cases, and re­ 
port specific findings to the Senate.

Committee resumed 
business at 10:30, and expect to have some­ 
thing further to report to the respective 
caucuses bv evening. The fight in the 
committee now will be one of the main 
issues, which is, the rules which shall pre­ 
vail in the contest of cases, and whether, 
in disposing of the report to be made by 
the investigating committee, three of the 
Hamilton county members shall have the 
privilege of voting the fourth.

S erious R a ilro a d A ccid en t. 
Sandusky (O.). January 29th.—The Chi­ 
cago express, on the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, ran into the rear of a freight train 
one mile west of Chicago Junction this 
morning. It is reported that the engineer 
and fireman of the express and the con­ 
ductor of the freight train were killed. 
L ater.—The engine of the passenger 
train, baggage car. two passenger coaches, 
freight caboose and about one dozen freight 
ears were wrecked and hurled into a mass. 
The noise and cries ot the injured soon 
added to the confusion. The officials are 
very reticent, and little can be learned from 
them. The fireman of the passenger train 
was instantly killed, and was found dead 
under the engine. Charles Bristol, engineer 
of the passenger train. Conductor Palmer 
of the freight train, and Thomas Freely, 
hrakeman of the freight train, were horri­ 
bly injured, and have since died. Others 
may die. A number of others were in­ 
jured, but their names are unknown. None 
of the passengers weie killed.

T h e M o u n tain W a te r P ro p o sitio n s. 
The following are the propositions of the 
two competitors for supplying the city w a 
pure mountain water as they now stand 
before the Board of Trustees. Their con­ 
sideration has been postponed until Feb­ 
ruary 8th : 
The California W ater and Mining Com­ 
pany having offered to supply the citv of 
Sacramento with pure mountain water, of 
the best quality for domestic uses, to the 
am ount of 1,100,000,000 gallons per annum , 
fqr fifty years, for the sum of $30,000 per 
annum , payable quarterly, after the water 
has been furnished; said water to be 
brought from Loon lake and Pilot creek, and 
to be conducted in iron or steel pipes from 
such point in El Dorado 
county as 
will insure the purity of the water, and de­ 
livered in the citv mains at the corner of 
Tenth and I streets under a gravitv pres­ 
sure of about 70 pounds, or 160 teet. or such 
greater or lesser pressure as the citv may 
desire : and having also offered to furnish 
in the same manner, at any time when re­ 
quired by the city, a still larger am ount of 
the same water at the same rate of com­ 
pensation in proportion to such additional 
amount of w ater; therefore. 
Resolved. That the First Trustee, and ex 
officio Mayor of the city of Sacramento, be 
and he is hereby empowered and instructed 
to enter info a contract in behalf of the city 
of Sacramento with sai I California W ater 
and Mining Company, embodying the terms 
of said offer, and such other terms and con­ 
ditions as said First Trustee luav deem 
necessary on the part of the city and said 
California M ater and Mining Company. 
Said contract to be perfected and ready for 
execution within thirty days from ‘ this 
date, and to be submitted to the Board of 
Trustees for its ajgtroval before its final 
execution.

There are said to be now 
about 20,000 wells in this country, but since 
several of these can be attended by one 
man, the industry, despite the magnitude of 
its product, reaching 55,000 barrels a (lay, 
employs only 2.111 skilled and 8,784 un­ 
skilled workmen in production, and 9,869 in 
refining, paying from $1 75 to $3 50 per 
day. “ The best paid men in the oil busi­ 
ness," said the writer, George R. Gibson, of 
the Exchange, “ are those who own and 
control ‘the Standard.’ ” 
The mysterious 
“Standard Oil Trust,” with its capital of 
$70,000,000, which controls the Standard Oil 
companies existing in fourStates, as welias 
the National Transit Company, owning the 
pipelines and a great num ber of refiner­ 
ies (but no wells), is described as “neither 
a partnership nor a corporation,” but an 
“agreement creating a trust," “a commer­ 
cial secret society,” by this ingenious pro­ 
cess defying alike Courts, Legislatures and 
newspapers.
